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HOLLAND’S BETRAYAL 


No Military Victory 
for Hitler 


A STATE ROTTED FROM 
WITHIN 


[From our former Amsterdam Correspondent] 


The bewildering rapidity with which the Netherlands 
fell into the Nazis’ hands was the product of one of the 
most monumental conspiracies of dirty treachery that 
history has ever witnessed. 

Make no mistake about it. The overrunning of 
Holland by the Germans was no military victory. 
Holland was betrayed. 

In these grave hours, anyone who, like myself, has watched 
the tragedy rumbling like a volcano, and exploding with 
volcanic suddenness, would be the last to waste time on 
apportioning 

But as an Englishman who witnessed the betrayal of 
Holland and as a Jew who knows what it means to the 
wretched Jews. who have been caught in that lightning 
betrayal, I cannot too loudly shout in the ears of English 
people. Learn from the terrible lesson of Holland. 

Time and again Jews whose eyes were open. to the colossal 
treachery which was being organised by the Nazis warned 
the Dutch authorities. Time and again those authorities 
found our warnings incredible and largely disregarded them. 
Mavbe they thought we were jittery—seeing things—the 
victims, perhaps, of spy-novel sensationalism. To-day they 
know that the sensational warnings were but a fraction of 
the horrible truth. 

| say—after having watched the Nazi organisation tn 
Holland which set to work as early as 1933 to rot the State 
~-I say in all sobriety that 80 per cent. of the German 
residents in Holland were either willing tools of the great 
Nazi plot or were blackmailed, as only the Nazis know how 
to blackmail, into acting as cogs in the wheel of Nazi 
treachery. 


Native-born Fifth Columnists 


I say with equal emphasis, moreover, that at a conserva- 
tive estimate 75 per cent. of the Fifth Columnists were 
Dutch-born “Aryans” drawn from many different classes. 
Although amazing secrecy was maintained, so huge was the 
organisation that fringes were occasionally uncovered. But 
when the day came, key-points in Holland were found to be 
honeycombed with Fifth Columnists completely equipped 
for their various functions—-varying from the directing of 
parachutists up to the actual establishment of fully equipped 
strong posts in prepared houses with machine guns, arms, 
ammunition, and everything ready to hand. 

So effective was the Nazi espionage, for example, that 
where I was living, for several months before the open 
betrayal, letter-boxes were systematically and regularly 
opened by Dutch Nazis, so that their contents could be 
handed over to the German Intelligence Department. One 
such Dutch Fascist’ was caught a few weeks ago. He 
brazenly confessed—and was sentenced to a few months’ 
imprisonment. This particular man worked on post-boxes 
that I, unfortunately, used to use. But, of Course, tt was 
going on all over the place. 

It would astound people to learn of the extent to which 
the Nazis had poisoned Dutch society. For instance, 
amongst those who actively assisted in the betrayal ol 
Holland was an old-established and reputable bank which 
ironically enough had many Jewish depositors. 

1 could write a whole volume depicting the nauseous 
treachery and its monumental dimensions which the Nazis 
developed in Holland in the course of seven years ol 
preparation. 

l maintain—and I believe, furthermore, that every loyal 
Jew and honest opponent of the Nazi on will support 
me in this—that in these critical times the British Govern- 
ment should take the most rigorous steps not only with all 
German nationals, both men and women—-in Holland the 
women were even worse than the men—not only with all 
refugees from Holland and Belgium, amongst whom it is 
known the Germans are seeking to smuggle their agents 
into England, but also that all those British subjects known 
to sympathise with Nazism should be rounded up immedi- 
ately, whether they be Fascists, Pacifists, or Communists 
by way of “cover,” or whether they be of that dangerous 
but quieter variety of person who was conspicuous before 
the war by busybody efforts to recommend Nazis and 
Nazism to the British public and the British ruling classes. 

I have just come from a terrible catastrophe which Nazi 
treachery has achieved. I pray God that the British 
Government will not follow, even for one inch, the path 
of fatal complacency which led to the ruin of Holland, 


DAY OF NATIONAL 
PRAYER 


Services in Synagogues 


THE CHIEF RABBI’S CALL 


At the request of the King, next Sunday (May 26) has 
been declared a Day of National Prayer. and services will 
be held in all faiths’ houses of worship in the kingdom. 

Ihe Chief Rabbi has arranged that special services shall 
be held in Synagogues throughout Great Britain on that day. 
He has stated that it is his opinion that every Jew should 
consider it an act of patriotic duty and respect to the wish 
of His Majesty the King to close on Sunday next whatever 
business he is engaged in. The Board of Deputies has 
welcomed this announcement. 

Ihe following is the English text of the Hebrew Inter- 
cession Prayer composed by the Chief Rabbi: 

© Thou Who judgest the nations in equity, answer us when 
we call, and vindicate us in judgment, for in Thee alone is our 
hope. Verily, in a cause of righteousness and loyalty have we 
gone out to war. It ts to keep our covenant in faithfulness that 
Britain's sons are imperilling their lives unto death; to silence 
the vengeance of the enemy, and to rescue guilticss nations from 
the fury of the oppressor, 

O Thou Who rulest the raging seas and makest the winds Thy 
messengers, we know that we can never wander from Thy 
presence. Uf we ascend into heaven Thow art there, and if we 
dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea, even there Thou, O 
Eternal, art our refuge and underneath are Thy everlasting 
arms. into Thy keeping, O Lord, we commend the lives of our 
brave mariners and airmen. Day and night do they watch to 
keep the sword of devastation far from our borders. Preserve 
them from every peril; deliver their souls from death and ou 
eyes from tears. In Thy mercy protect our land forces and those 
of our Allies. Gird them with strength and courage: and let 
them continue to perform mighty and victorious deeds, so that 
the distant isles recount their glory. 

Almighty God, banish envy and causeless hatred from the 
hearts of the peoples. Renew within them the spirit of. justice 
and humanity, so that there be an end of desolating wars and 
persecution among the children of men. Hasten the days when 
the nations shall know that we all have one Father, that one 
God hath created us, and spread the tabernacle of Thy peace 
over all the dwellers on earth. Amen. 

A revised Prayer of Supplication has also been composed 
for reading every Sabbath and Festival.

Traders’ Association, states that the premises of all members 
of that Association will be closed on Sunday next. 
The Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Socicty has decided that 
members shall close their shops all day on Sunday 


M. MANDEL’S NEW POST . 


French Minister of the Interior 


M. Mandel, Minister for the Colonies in M. Reynaud's 
Cabinet (and in preceding Cabinets) has been appointed 
" Minister of the Interior. 

M. Georges Mandel has 
come increasingly to the 
fore in political life in recent 
years. His original name is 
said to have been Roth- 
schild, but he is not thought 
to be related to the great 
banking family. According 
to one account, he ts the son 
of a poor Jewish tailor. He 
first made his name as secre- 
tary to Clemenceau. In 1934, 
he was appointed  Post- 
master-General in the 
Flandin Government. Im- 
mediately he set about 
transforming the French 
postal system and bringing 
it to a high pitch of 
efficiency. In 1936 he was 
given the additional task of supervising affairs in Alsace- 
Lorraine. in 1938, he became Colonial Minister. 


BELGIAN AND DUTCH 
REFUGEES 


Lancashire Hospitality 
BILLETS FOR JEWISH VICTIMS 


With the approval of the Belgian and Dutch authorities 
in England, intormation bureaux have been opened to deal 
with the many inquiries that are being received about Belgian 
and Dutch nationals. The Belgian W.V.S. have opened an 
information bureau at 40, Eaton Square, S.W.1 (Telephone 
Sloane 9961). Dutch inquiries should be made to the Nether- 
lands Emergency Committee, Room 22, fifth floor, Dorland 
House, Regent Street, S.W.1. (Abbey 5312). 

Members of Jewish communities in the Lancashire 
district are ready to give their personal service in the 
arrangements being made for the reception of Dutch and 
Belgian refugees. Many Jewish women are members of the 
W.V.S. branches, which in most districts are in charge of 
the refugee relief work. 

On the initiative of the Communal Rabbi of Manchester 
and Salford, Dr. A. Altmann, contact has been established 
with several local Town Councils and Government depart- 
ments, with a view to providing specific Jewish help, in 
case there are a number of Jews among the refugees. The 
Rev. Bernard Casper, Hon. Secretary of the Jewish 
Ecclesiastical Council of Manchester and Salford, Mr. Louis 
Winter, J.P.. President of the Stockport Congregation, and 
Mr. S. Isaacson, President of the Bolton Congregation, have 
been in touch with the authorities for the purpose of 
billeting any Jewish refugees in groups so that they may be 
near each other, and so facilitate the supply of kasher food 
and the provision of other religious requirements. 

In Prestwich, 500 refugees are expected shortly, and 
following a meeting at Dr. Altmann’s house, Miss Anne 
Casper (Hon. Secretary) and other lady members of the 
Manchester and Salford Jewish Youth Council have offered 
to help the Prestwich branch of the W.V.S. in the work of 
receiving and accommodating the refugees 


Home for Incurables Taken Over 


The Home for Jewish Incurables, High Road, Tottenham, 
which was evacuated at the beginning of the war, has been 
taken over by the Middlesex County Council for the housing 
of refugees from Holland and Belgium. It is expected to 
accommodate 175 

The Joint Orthodox Jewish Refugee Committee (on 
which the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Committee 
and the Agudas Israel are represented) is trying to find 
suitable Jewish billets, and the Chief Rabbi has written to 
the Ministers of many Congregations asking them to obtain 
accommodation, with the help of small Canvassing Com- 
mittees. Wherever necessary, the usual Government 
billeting fee will be paid.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Reward and Punishment 


_ The opening chapter of our Sidra may give a wrong 
impression to those who read its contents superficially. For 
the keynote struck seems to be that of t materialistic 
quid pro quo arrangement. Listen. “If ye walk in my 
Statutes, and keep my commandments, and do them, then 
1 will give you rain in due season, and the land shall yield 
her increase, and the trees of the field shall yield their fruit.” 
(Leviticus xxvi, 3-4.) Should Israel, however, spurn God's 
commandments, then will all the terrible curses enumerated 
a few verses later be showered down upon them. Is not 
this teaching a flagrant contradiction of Jewish ethics with 
its early reminder * not to be as slaves serving their master 
for the sake of receiving a reward”? Moreover, is not the 
very fact that of the 613 commands enumerated in the 
Bible only two (honouring of parents and sending away the 
dame bird before taking the fledgling) have the reward of 
length of days as a result of their fulfilment a sufficient proof 
that Judaism demands disinterested service from _ its 
adherents? 

These questions prompt us to a brief discussion of one of 
the fundamental tenets of our faith, the eleventh in the 
thirteen credos drawn up by Moses Maimonides. In the 
early days of the unfolding of Judaism, of which our Sidra 
gives a faithful record, it was essential to offer some dazzling 
reward for discipline just as the promise of some trifling 
ft usually spurs on a child to obey its parent or teacher. 
t is only when the child advances into logical manhood and 
when the nation has broken its mould of primitive world- 
outlook that the great truth dawns upon them that the 
practice of goodness brings its own reward—a calm con- 
science and benevolent outlook on life—and that the 
pursuit of evil has no worse punishment than a haunted 
and tormented mind and a jaundiced approach to life. 
As we grow in years we discover that sin is not hurtful 
because it is forbidden; it is forbidden because it is hurtful. 

Irrefutable as this argument is, yet the rank and file will 
always seek some incentive for the pursuit of good in a world 
where honesty does not always seem to be the best policy. 
Ever since man could philosophise over life's strange 
experiences has he torn the question from his heart: “ Why 
does the way of the wicked prosper?” What is the Book of 
Job if not a dramatic attempt to reconcile God with this 
seeming injustice? You will remember the contention of 
Job's friends that his sufferings are due to his disobedience 


of moral laws and the passionate pleadings of Job with 
regard to his innocence. God then intervenes, rebuking the 
three friends for their unsympathetic approach and chiding 
Job for his presumptuousness in declaring himself almost 
sinlessly perfect. If even among the angels there is dis- 
obedience, then how can frail man claim perfection for 
himself? 

This should give us much food for thought these days. 
If we see the wicked prosper let us not be too quick to 

vuestion the ways of Providence. Let us first make sure 
that our opinion of his wickedness is correct. Who knows 
but that he may possess some inherent virtues entirely 
hidden from our limited gaze? For remember that God 
does not see man as man sees him, but that He ts “ great 
in counsel, mighty in work, and that His eyes are upon all 
the ways of the sons of man to give to everyone according 
to his ways and according to the fruit of his doings.” And 
when we speak glibly of the sufferings of the righteous, what 
guarantee have we that they are really righteous? Does 
not history furnish numerous examples of sinners posing as 
saints? Furthermore are our valuations of misfortune and 
prosperity always correct? Is prosperity always a blessing 
to the possessors thereof? And who will gainsay the fact 
that what we at first deemed a calamity has eventually 
turned out a blessing in disguise? More philosophic is the 
Talmudic conviction that “ all that God does is for the best.” 
It is not because God is unjust that he oft denies us our 
cravings, but mostly because He knows that some coveted 
prosperity would have landed us into woe and wretchedness. 

A comforting thought at a time when Heaven seems so 
distant from earth. Righteousness will always be rewarded 
and injustice will always be punished; if not now, then later, 
if not in this world, then in the world to come, That God 
should appear cruel when He means to be kind is due to 
the fault of human nature, which, like a watch out of repair, 
needs to be shaken before it is made to go a bit longer. 
A fall is oft the best stimulus to a rise, and a hard knock 
is sometimes the means of a change for the best. Of this, 
however, we can be sure: God is always just and wise to 
us, not only in our prosperity but also in our misfortune. 
We shall be happier and wiser in the, realisation that 
suffering is not a vindictive act on the part of an omnipotent 
Creator but a corrective means towards the perfect life. It 
requires but a little serious reflection to agree that some of 
our best lessons are learnt when life does not glide by with a 
song. The land on which the sun always shines becomes a 
desert. What better advice can we obtain as we toil on 
from the cradle to the grave than that given by the Psalmist: 
“ It ts good for me that I have been afflicted, that I might 
learn Thy statutes ? (cxix, 71). 


“THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES” 


Task of Leadership Devolving on 
Anglo-Jewry 


An address on “The Board of Deputies—Its Place in 
Jewish Life” was given by the President of the Board, 
Professor S. Brodetsky, at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on 
Sunday evening. Mr. Percy Cohen, C.B.E., presided. 

Professor Brodetsky first stressed the tact that they ail 
felt that the beating down of the forces of evii was the first 
and most essential task of all civilised humanity and that 
they, as Jews, knew that at least as well as anybody else. 

What was most important about the Board at the present 
moment, he said, was the way in which the central authority 
among the Jews of this country to-day was bound to be 
called upon to take up leadership in Jewry in general. The 
new Board to be elected would have to deal with the prob- 
lem of salvaging Jewry, in the sense of re-establishing the 
rights of Jewry in the countries where those rights had 
been destroyed and in the sense of rebuilding Jewry in 
the country where the future hopes of the Jewish people 
were centred—in Palestine. 

The speaker confessed that the Board was unsatisfactory 
from the representational point of view. But taking into 
account the difficulties of Jewish representation in a 
Western community, the Board, he claimed, was probably 
the most representative Jewish institution of its kind in the 
West. There was no such body in France and certainly not in 
the U.S.A. There were similar bodies in a few countries 
like South Africa. But on the whole the Board of Depu- 
ties in this country did represent an attempt—an imperfect 
attempt and one that needed improving—to represent the 
whole Jewish Community in so far as this could be done 
by present methods on a voluntary basis. | 

Nevertheless, the Board could and did perform some very 
important tasks, which Professor Brodetsky enumerated. 

They had carefully thought out, he said, a scheme of 

reparatory work for the peace conference, and had estab- 
ished contacts with Jews in other countries. They were 
trying to establish more and more contacts of this kind, 
in order that they should use this period before the peace- 
time came to think out how their problems were to be met 
and to try to formulate some programme upon which Jews 
could unite.

FASCIST ANTI-SEMITES’ 
WORK 


‘Contrary to National War Effort” ? 


[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Among the questions which were to be asked yesterday 
the following appeared under the name of Mr. Mander: 

To ask the Secretary of State for the Home Department, what 
action he proposes to take with reference to the Fascist organisa- 
tion known before the war as the Imperial Fascist League, its 
members giving the Nazi salute and wearing the swastika badgc, 
now replaced by the St. George's Cross; and whether he is aware 
that this organisation is circulating pamphlets and a weekly 
news sheet entitled rie Angles from the Angles News Service, 
56, Crogsland Road, N.W.1, occupies the same headquarters as 
did the Imperial Fascist League and that its activities are 
contrary to the national war effort. 

To ask the Secretary of State for the Home Department, what 
action he proposes to take with reference to the British Council 
for Christian Settlement in Europe and the British People’s Party, 
of which Lord Tavistock its chairman, to which are attached 
former members of the Nordic League and the Link: and if he 
is aware that these bodies conduct propaganda of a defeatist and 
pro-Nazi character and are working contrary to the national war 
effort. 


Palestine and Colonial Development Bill 


Mr. A. Creech Jones (Lab., Shipley) spoke in the debate | 


on the second reading of the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Bill in the House of Commons on Tuesday and 
said that part of the £5,000,000 a year provided for in 
the Bill would be spent on Palestine. Calling for encourage- 
ment of the fullest co-operation between the Jews and the 
Arabs, Mr. Creech Jones said: “1 am certain that if in 
the restricted areas the Jews can be brought in a little more 
freely than has been indicated by the Rt. Hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Malcolm MacDonald) in the Land Regulations, they 
will assist and co-operate with the Arabs to the utmost. 
This money should be used in order to create a new land 
policy for the small dependent Arabs and for Jewish 
settlers alike.” The Bill was read a second time. 

In a subsequent interview, Mr. Creech Jones said to me: 
“1 want to see Jews invited into the restricted areas instead 
of being kept out. Here is an opportunity of building up 
Arab prosperity and eccnomic welfare. This fund should 
be used for building up a new spirit of co-operation between 
Arabs and Jews. Transjordan would be more prosperous 
to-day if there had not been rigid exclusion of Jews.” 


POSSIBLE SECOND EVACUATION 


Religious Education Board’s Plans 
SLOW PROGRESS OF APPEAL 


At a meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board 
presided over by Dr. N. Lucas at Woburn House last week, 
it was reported that measures had been taken to deal with 
the Hebrew and religious education of Jewish children in a 
second evacuation from London. 

Ihe election was confirmed as Treasurer of Mr. S, London, 
in succession to Colonel Cohen, who was elected a Vice- 
President. 

In connection with the Joint Emergency Appeal, Dr. 
Lucas had to announce that it was not going at all well. 
They had got only about £1,000, he said. Another meeting 
would be held to see what further steps they could take. 
An appeal would be made in most synagogues on Shavuot. 

In presenting the report of the Education Committee, 
Mr. L. G. Bowman, the Chairman, said that it showed that 
much good work had been done under very difficult 
circumstances in opening classes in London. 

The Rev. Isaac Goldston, reporting on the Jewish Higher 
Education Centre, of which he is Acting Chairman, said 
that at a recent meeting of the Committee, Dr. Nathan 
Morris had urged, and the Committee agreed with him, that 
the training of teachers must continue just as much as in 
past times. The Committee also felt with Dr. Morris that 
as there were six students now who were entitled to receive 
their diplomas, it was absolutely necessary that there should 
be no further delay in awarding these. They had, therefore, 
decided that the presentation of the diplomas would take 
place on Sunday, June 16. Mr. Goldston also expressed the 
Committee's thanks to Mr. I. Fishman for having conducted 
the practical part of the examination. 

Dr. Morris, in reporting on the arrangements that were 
going forth in connection with the second evacuation, said 
that the present number of about 5,000 Jewish children in 
reception areas might very largely increase, and some plans 
to meet a possible eventuality were urgently required. The 
Emergency Committee had already taken some steps. The 
only obstacle was lack of finance. At the moment it was 
not very visible where the money was to come from. It 
would be an almost unpardonable act of improvidence on 
the part of the Community if they were to be caught unpre- 
pared. Whatever was to be done, must be done quickly.

FIFTY YEARS OF ANGLO-JEWRY 
Professor Brodetsky’s Survey 


“ Whereas a generation ago the definition of Jewishness 
in this country was the Synagogue, to-day it is the Synagogue 
and Palestine.” 

Professor S. Brodetsky made this statement when he gave 
the first of two lectures in connection with the Jewish 
history course at the opening recently of the second term 
of the Institute for Jewish Learning, at the Cricklewood 
Synagogue Hall, Walm Lane, N.W.2. 

The subject of the lecture was “Fifty Years of Jewish 
Life in Great Britain” and the speaker gave an analytical 
survey of the evolutionary changes of the Anglo-Jewish 
community. 

In his references to the evolution of Zionism in Anglo- 
Jewish life, Professor Brodetsky said that the overwhelming 
majority of Jews in this country were to-day by a healthy 
instinct tied up to the idea of Palestine, and this had spread 
over a large section of the older Anglo-Jewish community. 

In his second lecture last week, Professor Brodetsky said 
he thought that the most important development in Jewish 
life in Great Britain, from the point of view of democracy. 
was that of the Friendly Society Movement. 

Referring to the Board of Deputies (of which he is 
President), he said that in spite of the rather haphazard, 
unofficial way in which Anglo-Jewish life was organised, 
he doubted very much whether there was any organisation 
of Jews in the world which was so representative of the 
whole Community as the Board. On the subject of Jewish 
education, he contrasted the present-day attitude of Anglo- 
Jewry towards the Talmud Torahs with that prevailing forts 
years ago, and said that the Talmud Torahs were now the 
official concern of the Community. 

The Jewish Community of this country in the middle of 
the nineteenth century was a commercial community, he 
continued, whereas now one could say that it was essentially 
a working community. Those who said that no Jews were 
proletarians were just ignorant or vicious. 

Since the last war, Professor Brodetsky concluded, the 
significance and importance of the task of leadership in 
Jewry had grown, a leadership which had to be taken over 
by English Jewry.

SPEEDING UP PRECAUTIONS 


Towns Blacked Out 
A.R.P. DISCUSSIONS IN JERUSALEM 


Preparations to meet the contingency of an extension of 
military activity to the Eastern Mediterranean area have 
been speeded up in Palestine during the last few days. _ 

A regular black-out has been imposed in Haifa and dis- 
trict, and Tel-Aviv had its first black-out last Saturday night. 
The Tel-Aviv Civil Guards are hurrying preparations so 
that all emergencies will be prepared for. 

In Jerusalem, Nazareth, and other districts, arrangements 
have been made for putting black-out regulations into effect 
immediately in case of emergency. Officials of the Jerusalem 
Jewish Community Council have discussed with the author- 
ities details of A.R.P., including the efficient storage and 
distribution of food to meet emergencies, the protection of 
water supply, the provision of air-raid shelters, etc. The 
Council 1 already organised voluntary A.R.P. workers. 

It is understood that the Palestine Government has taken 
extensive precautions to secure food supply for the whole 
country in the event of hostilities. A number of ships have, 
according to the paper At Duras, been chartered in 
connection with this. 


MORE “ AUSSIES” ARRIVE 


Second Contingent of A.I.F. 
WELCOMED BY HIGH COMMISSIONER 


The second contingent of the Australian Imperial Forces 
have arrived in Palestine. They were greeted by the High 
Commissioner and by Brigadier-General Allen, commanding 
the first contingent. The Australian forces will be com- 
manded by Major-General Mackay, pending the arrival of 
Lt.-General Blamey. 

The second contingent landed at Suez last week after an 
uneventful voyage. There :hey disembarked, proceeding to 
Palestine by train. All who have seen Australia’s contrbu- 
tion of fighting men to the Empire's war effort have been 
deeply impressed. by their superb physical standard, while it 
is understood that their technical and military training ts far 
more advanced than was that of the Australian contingents 
on first disembarkation in Egypt during the last war. 

On Anzac Day (May 2), crowds of people turned up to 
see the parade which marched through Jerusalem. Referring 
to the parade, a writer in the Patestine Post of that day 
pointed out: “Among the veterans who were with the 
Australians in their imperishable exploit were a contingent 
of Jews also. It will be recalled that the Zion Mule Corps 
formed by the late Captain Trumpeldor, commanded by Col. 
Patterson, and made up of Palestinian and some other Jews, 
was sent to Gallipoli, and by all accounts acquitted itself 
creditably. To-day, the survivors of the Corps and other 
Jewish ex-soldiers who were able to participate in the parade 
numbered 30. Their experiences have been recorded and 
make an interesting chapter in the story of the Jewish 
Battalion of which the Mule Corps was an advance step.” 


PRAYERS FOR ALLIED VICTORY 


Responding to the call by the Chief Rabbinate of Pales- 
tine, many worshippers assembled last week at the Kotel 
Maaravi, where they prayed for the victory of the Allies 
and for the safety of the Jews in territories occupied by the 
Nazis. 

At the same time the Rabbi of Ger (the famous Chassidic 
leader from Poland), who has recently arrived in Palestine, 
prayed at Rachel's Tomb with many of his Chassidic 
disciples. | 


RESCUING YESHIVOT FROM LITHUANIA 


At a recent representative gathering, the Chief Rabbi of 
Palestine, Dr. 1. Herzog, gave a detailed report on his mission 
to London in connection with the movement for the trans- 
planting of Polish refugee Yeshivot from Lithuania to 
Palestine. 

Dr. Herzog spoke with deep appreciation of the help which 
the movement had received from the late Mr. David Spiro, 
of London. and formerly of Manchester. The High Com- 
missioner, continued Dr. Herzog, had shown great sympathy 
and tact. and said that should the movement fail it 
would not be through any lack of sympathy on His 
Excellency’s part. In London Dr. Herzog saw the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who recommended the scheme to 
Viscount Halifax. The latter expressed his full sympathy. 
Dr. Herzog asked for 1,600 immigration certificates as an 
emergency grant outside of the quota, to enable the majority 
of the refugee Yeshivot to find a refuge in the Holy Land 
until after the war. That number was to consist of 200 
certificates for rabbis and of 1,400 for students. 100 certifi- 
cates for rabbis had been granted albeit within the quota, 
but the number of students’ certificates of immigration placed 
by the Palestine Government at the disposal of the Yeshivot 
fell far short of the actual need.

LABOUR PARTY AND PALESTINE 


National Conference Resolutions 
SUPPORT FOR MANDATE REAFFIRMED 


At the 39th annual conference of the British Labour 
Party at Bournemouth last week, an overwhelming majority 
reaftirmed British Labour's traditional support and sympathy 
for the Jewish National Homeland in Palestine and voiced 
renewed opposition to the MacDonald White Paper policy 
and the Palestine land transfer restrictions. 

The resolution on Palestine was moved by Mr. Nat Jack- 
son. He declared that British Labour was neither pro- 
Jewish nor pro-Arab, but pro-Mandate. 

Mr. James Hall, M.P., spoke in favour of the resolution, 
and declared that the Labour Party had had to fight the 
Government Palestine policy in Parliament because the 
Government had capitulated to force. 

The representative of the Withington District Labour 
Party, which had tabled an amendment to the resolution 
declaring that a Jewish National Home in Palestine could 
not provide a satisfactory solution of the Jewish problem 
and at the same time give recognition to Arab rights, spoke 
against the resolution. He expressed concern at the growth 
of anti-Semitism in this country. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, supporting the resolution, declared 
that the only Arabs against the Jews were the ex-Mufti and 
his friends who had political designs on the land. Surround- 
ing the Jewish settlements, Mr. Janner continued, the Arab 
population had increased and the health, happiness, and 
prosperity of the Arab people had likewise enormously 
increased. 

The full text of the resolution adopted by the conference 
States: 

Ihe first period of the war has again demonstrated the 
great tragedy of the Jewish people. Weakest of all peoples 
by reason of their homelessness and of their being a minority 
everywhere, the Jews have always been an easy target for 
reactionary and Fascist aggression. They have now become, in 
the territorics under Nazi domination, the victims of the most 
cruel oppression in their long and tragic history. Thousands 
have been murdered, millions uprooted, and the basis of Jewish 
economic life destroyed. After the war, the world will be ton- 
fronted by a mass migration of Jews, on an unprecedented scale, 
from Eastern and Central Europe. 


Special Obligation of Great Britain 


The conference declares that in order to remove the root 
cause of Jewish suffering and to ensure the existence and [ree 
development of the Jewish people, international assistance should 
be given for the continued growth of the Jewish National Home 
in Palestine by immigration and settlement. The Jewish people 
should be allowed to make the most of the economic capacity 
of the country to absorb immigrants. In thus reaffirming its 
traditional support of the re-establishment of the Jewish National 
Home in Palestine, the conference stresses the special obliga- 
tions incumbent upon Great Britain under the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Mandate and reiterates its conviction that this 
policy provides the basis for continued and increasing peaceful 
co-operation between the Jewish and the Arab peoples in 
Palestine 

Ihe conference therefore reaffirms the resolution on Palestine 
of the Southport conference, which declared that “the White 
Paper, by imposing minority status on the Jews, by departing 
from the principle of economic absorptive capacity governing 
Jewish immigration, by making Jewish entry dependent on 
Arab consent, and by restricting Jewish land settlement, violates 
the solemn pledges, contained in the Balfour Declaration and 
the Mandate,” and endorses the stand taken by the Parlia- 
mentary Labour Party in the debate of March 6, 1940, against 
the fact that “ disregarding the expressed opinion of the Perma- 
nent Mandates Commission that the policy contained in the 
White Paper on Palestine was inconsistent with the terms of 
the Mandate, and without the authority of the Council of the 
League of Nations, His Majesty's Government have authorised 
the issue of regulations controlling the transfer of land which 
discriminate unjustly against one section of. the inhabitants 
of Palestine.” 

The Conference requests the Parliamentary Labour Party to 
continue this policy with a view to rescinding the policy of the 
White Paper of May, 1939 

The Conference. further declares that no real peace settle- 
ment ts possible without repairing the wrongs done to the Jewish 
people. The new international order after the war must ensure 
for the Jews, along with other minorities, effective international 
guarantees for their civil, political, and economic equality, and 
for their national rights. 

The Conference declares that the Jewish people should be 
adequately represented when the peace conference comes to con- 
sider the problems affecting them. 


J.N.F. CONFERENCE 
London’s Poor Response 


A well-attended London conference of the Jewish 
National Fund with the object of launching a big drive for 
the work of the Fund in connection with the J.N.F. Week 
next month was held at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on 
Sunday afternoon. 


Mr. Aaron Wright; who presided, said that in many 


centres of the Provinces the work of the J.N.F. had been — 


extraordinarily successful. But the London Community, 
which represented two-thirds of the Jewish population of 
the country, was, as far as the J.N.F. was concerned, really 
not pulling its weight in anything like a commensurate 
degree. 

The Chairman addressed the conference on J.N.F. Week, 
and announced that the high light of the week, which would 
take place from June 16 to 23, would be the dinner 
which would be held at Grosvenor House on June 25. 

In spite of the Land Regulations, said the Chairman, 
there was still much more land in Palestine to be bought 
than they had money wherewith, to buy. 

Mrs. Eder said that with Jewish land in Palestine it was 
solely a question of money. Without the land they would 
have a dreadful condition of a slum population arisine in 


Palestine that would defeat all their finest and noblest 
efforts.

Mosley’s Fiasco 
CROWD’S FURIOUS CONTEMPT 


“A Political Parachutist,” says Conservative 
Candidate 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


“ There is no conflict between British Union policy 
and German demands.” 
(Statement at B.U.P. luncheon, London, May 1, 1940.) 


Mosley had a very hostile reception during his visit to 
Manchester last Sunday, where he had intended to speak 
at a meeting in support of Haslam, the B.U.F. candidate 
in the Middleton and Prestwich by-election. Nobody 
heard a word he said, and the meeting had to be 
abandoned. 

Park Street, Middleton, where the meeting was adver- 
tised to take place, is a slum street in a poverty-stricken 
area. The places most akin to it in London are in 
Bethnal Green and Shoreditch. It is to be expected that 
the Fascists—always ready to capitalise any grievances— 
have been busy in this area. The hostile reception which 
Mosley had is therefore a clear indication of the con- 
tempt in which his movement is held. 

The owners of the land in Park Street forbade the 
meeting to be held there, and it was held on spare 
ground at the end of Market Street, which is only a few 
hundred yards away. A large crowd of many hundreds 
were awaiting Mosley’s arrival with impatience, and the 
woman who was speaking before him had a very good 
sample of what he was going to get. Interruptions were 
continuous, and despite the loudspeaker I found it 
difficult to hear what was. being said. 


The People’s Resentment 


When Mosley came upon the scene there was a tremendous 
uproar. There were boos from all sides, and Mosley’s 
voice was entirely drowned. Some very plain-English 
expressions were used to describe him, and people began 
to throw things at him. Someone began to sing “ Hang old 
Mosley on the Siegfried Line,” while others took up “ Land 
of Hope and Glory.” Then I saw the head and shoulders 
of a young soldier who was being hoisted up, and he asked 
something of Mosley. Everybody cheered, and then a stone 
was thrown at the platiorm (which was actually a lorry). 
Mosley took cover hurriedly, some police waved their batons 
about, everybody screamed and shouted, and then Mosley 
clambered back on to his platform but found that he could 
not be heard because someone had cut the wires attached 
to the loudspeakers. After standing silent for a few minutes, 
he jumped off the back of the platform and went away. 

The crowd then charged the platform. Neither the police 
nor Mosiey’s supporters could do anything to stem it. The 
loudspeaker apparatus and the platform were wrecked. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of people had gathered outside the 
B.U.F. Committee Rooms in Mill Street, which lies almost 
midway between Park Street and Market Street. Someone 
had smashed the window of the front door and made a 
hole in one of the side windows. There they stood waiting 
for the Fascists, who were skulking inside. But they did not 
venture out. 

Not since October 4, 1936, when Mosley and his Fascists 
found it impossible to march through the East End of 
London, have I seen such an expression of popular anti- 
Fascist feeling. 


A Lifeless Campaign 


The election itself excited no feeling. Everyone felt 
that Lieut. Everard Gates, the Conservative candidate, would 
have a walkover. The only fear that I heard expressed 
was lest this certainty would lead to such apathy in votin 
that the Fascist candidate might be able to claim “a mora 
victory.” 

The B.U.F. election campaign was very poor. There was 
no life or imagination about it. The following news 
which appeared in last Saturday’s MippLeETON GUARDIAN is 
sufficient comment. “On Monday and Tuesday evenings 
we attended at two points in Middleton where it was 
announced Mr. Haslam was to speak. We waited for some 
time but nobody connected with the movement put in an 
appearance so that we had no speeches to report.” 

As in Silvertown and Leeds, a special election sheet, the 
MIDDLETON AND PRESTWICH PIONEER, was issued. In it 
Haslam announced that he was “a patriot opposed to this 
war because it is no quarrel of the British people; it is a 
quarrel of Jewish finance, for some of the vilest capitalist 
interests in the world.” “ Conscript the Jews to fight in their 
own quarrel,” was his election slogan. 

But no one | met was at all interested in this alleged 
Jewish responsibility for the war. There was an understand- 
ing that matters were far too serious for Fascists to be 
allowed to cause internal disharmony. In any case, the 
Parliamentary division comprises the areas of Chadderton, 
Middleton, and Prestwich, in which there are only some 
4,000 Jews out of a total electorate of 63,500. 


“Intern the Fascists ” 


In general, the Fascist intervention is regarded as a 
deliberate attempt to divide public opinion. Perhaps it 
might have given Lord Haw-Haw the opportunity of 
announcing that a certain number of Britishers are in favour 
of a Nazi solution to world problems. 

In a well-chosen phrase, Lieut. Gates, at one of his 
meetings, described Mosley as “a political parachutist.” 

,L have spoken to very many people about the freedom 
allowed to Fascists to express their opinions, during my 
journeys to and from Manchester and during the period I 
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was in that city. Almost without exception—and the people 
I spoke to were non-Jews—the viewpoint was: “ Intern 
all pro-Nazi Fascists.” 

One person I spoke to near the Manchester Central 
Library put it this way: “We are in process of interning 
enemy aliens because we fear that among the thousands here 
there may be a few spies. All well and good. But was 
the Norwegian traitor, an alien? Was Mussert, 

Dutch traitor, an alien? No. They were both nationals 
of the States they betrayed. Why does not our Govern- 
ment learn from this? If I were Churchill I would intern 
Fascist pro-Nazis before seizing another harmless alien.” 

My own experience convinces me that if the British 
Institute of Public Opinion were to take a Gallup poll of 
opinion on this question, they would find that the over- 
whelming majority would press for such internment. 


Result of the Election 


The result of the poll showed the public’s witherin 
response to the Fascist’s appeal. He received only 418 
votes, as against 32,036 for Lieut. Gates, and his £150 
deposit has “gone with the wind’—the third Fascist 
deposit to be lost since February. 


MANY FASCISTS ARRESTED 


A number of Fascist speakers were arrested during the 
past week in various districts. At North London Police 
Court, eight persons arrested after a B.U.F. meeting were 
refused bail and were remanded in custody. One of the 
men, George Henry Grant (30), of Brownlow Road, Dalston. 
was said to have led a gang of about 16, shouting, “ This is 
a Jews’ war!” Fighting between rival groups took place. 

When John Ryan (22), of Brookland Avenue, Wimbledon 
Park, addressed a Fascist meeting at Ealing, there were cries 
of “ Fifth Columner!” from the crowd. A police inspector 
declared at Ealing Police Court that Ryan’s speech was 
inflammatory and provocative. 

A member of the Auxiliary Fire Service, Arthur Clarke 
(33), of Kingsmead Estate, Hackney, was summoned at 
Old Street Police Court last Friday for using insulting words 
and behaviour and assaulting a war reserve constable. 
Detective Sergeant Wallis said that for a number of years 
Clarke had been an active member of, and a speaker for, 
the Fascists, but that he had now severed all connection 
with the Party. The case was adjourned. 


“ ACTION ” IN PROTECTED AREA 


A member of the B.U.F., John Solesbury, of Copnor, 
Portsmouth, employed at an aeroplane factory, was accused 
at Portsmouth this week of depositing literature in a pro- 
tected area without permission. A _ fellow-employee said 
Solesbury was frequently seen in possession of Fascist 
papers and had been heard to say: “ The more I see of this 
country the more I admire Germany ™: and a detective told 
of finding ten copies of AcTiON in Solesbury’s drawer. 

The magistrates found the summons proved, but dis- 
charged him under the Probation Act. 


HELPING THE SMALL TRADER 
United Action by Jews and Non-Jews 
{From our Special Correspondent] 


In recent reports I have described the attempts that are 
being made by Fascists to penetrate the small traders’ 
organisations, and to exploit discontent that at present 
exists. I have also suggested that it would be desirable— 
indeed, urgently necessary—for Jewish and non-Jewish 
traders to get together and discuss their common problems. 
The Stepney Tenants’ Defence League is now going to 
attempt to obtain this common action. 

It is intended shortly to launch a campaign for lower shop 
rents and the derating of shops so that the small man's 
burden may to some extent be lightened. It is a fact that 
the small trader has been very hard hit by the war; and the 
League has appointed a sub-committee to draw up plans for 
the campaign. The machinery of the League will probably 
be used to seek to bring shopkeepers within the meaning 
of the present Act dealing with rents, or will attempt to 
secure an amendment to the Act. 


A protest was made by Councillor Duckworth at a meeting 
of Yeovil Town Council this week, reports the News CHRonicce, 
about a member of the Fascist Party who, he alleged, held a 
responsible sition at local A.R.P. headquarters. “In view 
of what has happened in other countries, we as a Council should 
not allow any person holding these views to remain in such a 
position,” he said. Members of the Council supported the 
protest and the Town Clerk said he would deal with the matter 
at once. 


A new batch of incisive pamphiects exposing current anti- 
Jewish slanders has been issued by the Defence Committee of 
the Board of Deputies. They are entitled “ Jews and the War,” 
“The Sham of Anti-Semitism,” * International Finance,” and 
“ The Jews of Britain.” 

The Liverpool Libraries, Museums, and Arts Committee have 


refused a request for the use of Picton Hall for a peace meeting 
_ to be addressed by Sir Oswald Mosley. 


Printed notices have been distributed in North London urging 
workers to listen-in to German propaganda from the “ New 
British Broadcasting Station,’ according to Mr. Robert Morrison, 
M.P. for North Tottenham.

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JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER 
Part of Work to Continue 
PREPARING FOR EVENTUALITIES 


Presiding over the annual mecting of subscribers of the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter, which was held at 63, Mansell 
Street, E.1, on Monday, the President, Mr. Otto M. Schiff, 
stated that the Shelter itself was not closing down, but that 
it had been decided temporarily to discontinue the feeding 
and housing. 

The 54th annual report, which was presented, stated that 
8.182 persons stayed at the Shelter last year, compared 
with 3,243 in the previous year. The majority were refugees. 
Among them were 58 non-Jews. 

Up till the outbreak of the war, said Mr. Schiff in moving 
the adoption of the report, a large number of transmigranis 
passed through the Shelter. Since then, transmuigratory 
traffic had stopped altogether and the Shelter’s activities 
were, therefore, confined simply to alien Jews in this country 
who did not come under any existing war refugee com- 
mittees. This had caused them considerable anxiety, and 
the Hon. Officers had decided that feeding and housing 
should be discontinued on May 31. It was not, as it had 
been put, the closing down of the Institution. It was far 
from that, and the weekly rotas would continue as in the past. 

The reason for the decision, said Mr. Schiff, was that 
their overhead charges were very heavy, and in view of 
the increase in the cost of food and everything else, they 
reckoned that by not using the Shelter as a residence they 
would save well over £2,000 a year. This saving would 
enable them to pay off in, they hoped, two years’ time their 
entire bank overdraft, and he wanted to put the Shelter in 
a strong position financially, because they could be quite 
certain that after the war the demands on the Shelter were 
going to be far greater than they had ever been in the past. 


Could Reopen Within 24 Hours 


He had less hesitation in closing down the building, he 
said, because if the necessity arose they could reopen it 
within 24 hours. The necessity might conceivably arise 
within the next week or fortnight. It might be imperative 
to use the Shelter at a later stage, particularly for Orthodox 
Jews. They had told the Ministry of Health that when 
they had the room they had never discriminated between 
denominations. For many years they had had at times as 
many as 20 or 30 per cent. non-Jews staying in the Institu- 
tion. That policy, said Mr. Schiff, he intended continuing. 

The Hon. Officers were re-elected as follows:

GESTAPO RULE IN 
HOLLAND 


Jews Arrested and Robbed 
25,000 REFUGEES TRAPPED 


The Nazi authorities have begun to arrest Jews, 
especially refugees, in the occupied territories of Holland 
and Belgium and to seize the property of Jewish busi- 
nesses. The invaders are helped in their work by lists 
long ago prepared by Fifth Columnists. All wireless 
sets owned by Jews are being seized. It is reported that 
by order of Dr. Seyss-Inquart (now Reich Commissioner 
for Holland) refugees are to be sent to Poland and their 
property will be confiscated. There were 25,000 Jewish 
refugees in Holland, many of whom had been in camps 
near the German frontier. 

The panic-stricken Jews are unable to leave, owing 
to lack of conveyances, the conditions of the roads, 
and a new ban on their departure by the Nazis, who 
are particularly eager to prevent the Jewish diamond 
merchants of Amsterdam and Antwerp from taking 
their valuables abroad. 


Escape To England 

Among the Dutch Jews who nevertheless succeeded in 
reaching England are Dr. M. van Blankenstein, the noted 
publicist, and Mr. A. Cohen, chief editor of the Dutch News 
Agency. Rabbi Dr. Shapiro, of Antwerp, and Dr. Joseph 
Wiener, Chief Rabbi of Belgium, are in France. 

One group of 23 Jewish refugees from Amsterdam, 
including women and children, sailed from Ymuiden in a 
trawler in a heavy fog. Once an aeroplane of unidentified 
nationality circled over them and later they encountered 
a submarine, but were not molested. Another party from 
Scheveningen included several Dutch, Austrian, and Czech 
Jews. 

Groups of Jewish refugees from Belgium have reached 
Paris. Most of them walked the whole distance from 
Antwerp under constant bombing. German Jewish refugees 
whose Reich passports were stamped with the letter “J” 
were separated from the other refugees, and, it is reported, 
are to be interned. 


Power for Dutch Nazis 


Himmler, the chief of the Gestapo; is reported to have 
arrived in Amsterdam and to have conferred with Dutch 
Nazi leaders. In the reorganisation and consolidation of 
the country under Nazi control, it is expected that the Dutch 
National Socialist Party, which had always maintained the 
closest of contacts with the German Government, will be 
given a large measure of local authority in spheres not 
reserved for the invaders. 

In view of the violent anti-Jewish campaign waged in 
recent months by the Dutch Nazi Press—a campaign which 
was sharply intensified in the critical weeks preceding the 
invasion—the accession to power of Mussert and his 
followers is most likely to result in the initiation of a 
programme to reduce the Dutch Jewish Community of 
120,000 to the position of the Jews in the Reich. In a 
recent interview, Mussert advocated the deportation of the 
Jews to Guiana. 


BRATISLAVA JEWS IN DANGER 
Nazis’ Balkan Move 


The Jews in Bratislava. the capital of Slovakia, are 
threatened with the immediate danger of being absorbed 
into the Third Reich. According to Budapest reports, any 
German move in the direction of the Balkan States will be 
accompanied by a military agreement between Germany 
and Hungary, enabling Hungary to take possession of the 
best part of Slovakia, with the exception of Bratislava and 
other strategic positions, which will be annexed by the 
Third Reich. 

The most important Jewish Community in Slovakia, that 
of Bratislava, may therefore fall into the hands of the Nazi 
Government, whose anti-Jewish laws are far more drastic 
than those of the Slovak Government. 

Manfred von Killinger, former German Consul in San 
Francisco and one of the men responsible for the assassina- 
tion in 1922 of Walter Rathenau, the German Foreign 
Minister, has been sent to Bratislava to assist the German 
Minister there as a “ specialist,” Parts Soir reports. 

In Hungary, the Nazis are demanding an immediate 
alliance with Germany, and the enactment in Hungary 
without delay of Nazi anti-Jewish laws. 


ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN TRIESTE 
Synagogue Damaged and Shops Wrecked 


Anti-Jewish disorders were reported on Sunday from 
Trieste. Windows of Jewish schools were smashed and the 
Synagogue damaged. Several Jewish shops were wrecked 
and ransacked. In Rome, eight Jews resident in the Jewish 
quarter were set upon and beaten on Friday. 

The outbreak in Trieste followed a renewed campaign ih 

the extreme Fascist Press and a general tightening up of 
anti-Jewish measures by the authorities. 
_ Jewish refugees from Poland, of whom there are over 800 
in Trieste, are now age Ragman with deportation to 
German territory unless y leave the country. One Jew 
has already been deported to Germany, and several hundred 
are under expulsion orders, Parties of Polish Jews arriving 
at the Italian frontier are being sent to Vienna. 


FLIGHT FROM BELGIAN INVASION 
The Refugees’ Fate 


[From our former Antwerp Correspondent] 


This is the second time that the Jews of Ant , together 
with the rest of the population in Belgium, have had to flee 
before the invader. But this time the conditions are much 
worse and the invader more cruel. Moreover, the popula- 
tion was increased by the large number of refugees. The 
position has also become aggravated hecause on the last 
occasion Holland, which was then neutral, absorbed a large 
number of people and the way to England was also open. 

When the Nazis attacked, all enemy aliens in Belgium 
were interned. Among them were many who had been in 
concentration camps in Germany and Austria. Numbers 
were detained in Antwerp, and were full of praise of the 
treatment meted out to them by the Belgian soldiers. They 
were afterwards transferred to France for internment—an 
extremely humane act on the part of the Belgian Govern- 
ment, which had given these unfortunate people hospitality. 

The women and children were to remain in Belgium for 
the time being, and were left in a desperate state. The 
Jewish Refugee Committee met for the last time on Sunday, 
May 12, and distributed all the money they had. 

The Ezra Emigration Society was still functioning on 
Sunday, and Mr. H. Schulsinger, the veteran social worker, 
whose name has become a household word among immi- 
grants, was at his post with his secretary, Miss Spira. Dr. 
Boruchowitz, a well-known Antwerp medical practitioner, 
did gallant work conveying people from Antwerp in his car. 


NOTICE TO QUIT 
Mass Eviction of Polish Jews 


The eviction of entire Jewish Communities in Poland from 
their homes, in order to make room for Germans from 
the Baltic and other States, is continuing on a big scale. 
In Novy-Radomsk, which before the war had a Jewish 
population of about 10,000, the Gestapo issued an order 
for 2,000 Jews to leave. They were not allowed to take 
any of their furniture or household belongings; everything 
had to be left for use by the German settlers. In Tuszyn, 
which lies between Lodz and Piotrkow, the Gestapo ordered 
the last 150 Jewish families to leave the town, because, 
according to the Nazi plan, the entire district is to be made 
a part of the Third Reich. The Jewish families were this 
time graciously allowed to take with them what they could 
carry. After trudging to Piotrkow, they were refused 
admission and were ordered to proceed to the Lublin 
reservation. 

The last 800 Jews still living in the centre of Lodz have 
now been moved to the new ghetto in the Baluty district. 

Otwock, near Warsaw, which used to be a favourite 
holiday resort of Jews, has now been made judenrein. 


GAULEITER HUNGER 


Grim starvation is facing the Jews in Nazi-occupied 
Poland, according to reports received in Bucharest. Jews are 
no longer able to secure even the ration of half a pound of 
bread per day allotted to them; and the situation will 
become much worse as a result of the Rumanian Govern- 
ment's announcement that the dispatch of food parcels to 
Poland ts ceasing this week. 

A representative of the American Relief Committee for 
Poland, Mr. Beyl, is now in Belgrade to negotiate an agree- 
ment with the Yugoslav Government for the shipment of 


food to Poland for distribution to the population without 
regard to religion. 
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URUGUAY’S MOVE AGAINST 
NAZI SPIES 


Anti-Jewish Agitators Denounced 


The Uruguayan Chamber of Deputies has adopted by 
42 votes to one a motion declaring that a thorough investiga- 
tion into local Nazi activities should be made by a com- 
mission, which would report its findings to Parliament. This 
week, following an anti-Nazi demonstration in Montevideo, 
German shops were stoned. 

Nazis have been busy in Uruguay for some time, and, as 
always, anti-Semitism has been one of their favoured 
weapons. The bulk of the Jewish population are refugees. 

Recently, a bomb exploded in the basement of the 
German Chamber of Commerce in Montevideo, and the 
Jews were blamed—until an Argentine named Siri confessed 
that he planted the bomb in order to rouse anti-Jewish 
feeling. is confession led to the arrest of the leader and 
seven members of a small anti-Jewish, pro-Nazi group of 
Uruguayans called “ Revisionismo,” who had been actively 
publishing anti-British propaganda. It is believed that 
the Nazis gave “ Revisionismo”™ moral if not financial 
support. 

Dia, one of the most important papers in Uruguay, 
has been demanding that the police take energetic steps to 
suppress the campaign of anti-Semitic slogan-writing on 
walls of Montevideo buildings, “Our constitution guaran- 
tees the security of all inhabitants of the country, and these 
heroic scribblers violate the principles of our constitution 
in a disgraceful manner,” it declares. 

The paper has also urged the Government to relax the 
present immigration laws because the country needed new 

ople to develop it. “ Immigration is an important factor 
in the development of American countries,” the paper wrote. 
“We must never forget the great slogan of the famous 
Argentinian statesman Juan Alberdi: “ To govern means to 


populate.” 
Hospitality to Refugees 


A Montevideo correspondent writes: 

Uruguay, the smallest but one ot the most progressive 
of the South American States, opened its gates, in the wave 
of emigration to America in 1938, to about 6,000 refugees. 
This led to the raising of the refugee, and then of the 
Jewish, question in this truly democratic country. 

Sefardi Jews have been living in Uruguay for decades, 
and they constitute the well-to-do section. About 12 years 
ago, Eastern Jewish immigrants began to arrive, and they 
soon became the Jewish majority. To-day, they amount to 
about 60 per cent. of the total adult Jewish population of 
30,000. They fitted themselves without difficulty into the 
country’s economic life, including many skilled artisans, 
tailors, and cabinet-makers. 

But when mass immigration from Germany, Austria, and 
Czechoslovakia began, following the closing of Brazil and 
Argentina, the existing reactionary bodies and the anti 
Semitic Press (doubtless fed by Nazi funds) began their 
incitement. 

Actually, German-Jewish immigration has had almost no 
effect on Uruguayan economy. There is, at most, the 
beginnings of quality production in certain branches, and a 
development of the middle class; but there has been no 
trace of disadvantage caused to the native population. On 
the contrary, land development and agricultural production 
have been stimulated. There are already Jewish embryo 
agricultural colonies, and a school for training Jewish 
farmers. 


JEWISH DEFENCE IN BOLIVIA 


Fantastic Calumnies in Anti-Refugee Press 
TO BE CHALLENGED IN THE COURTS

In reply to the violent press campaign directed against

POLAND’S “SURPLUS JEWS” 
An Outrageous Booklet 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


That “at least one million Jews must emigrate from 
Poland,” and that only when “the percen of Jews in 
Poland is reduced to at least one-third ‘a oe present 
number will the Jewish problem in Poland be solved or 
rather cease to exist,” are the two fantastic postulates put 
forward in a new booklet by M. K. Gluchowski, Secretary 
of the Polish National Council in America. He is also 
director of the Polish Information Bureau, which closely 
ao ga with the official Polish department of that name 
in Paris. 

The views he expresses in his book have caused deep 
dismay and resentment in Jewish quarters. With great 
frankness, M. Gluchowski echoes demands which were made 
by the previous “ Colonels’ Regime ” in Poland, and which 
still seem to be alive in official Polish circles. 

Whether the surplus Jews, says M. Gluchowski, will go 
to Palestine, Uganda, or Kenya is a matter for themselves. 
But it is for the “benefit both of the Jews and for the 
Poland of to-morrow that they should emigrate.” 


Did the Polish Government Approve ? 


This outrageous theory is harmful not only to the Jews 
but also to the Polish cause. There never were too many 
Jews in Poland: there were too many enemies of the Jews. 
In a country where there were not enough factories, not 
enough shoes and clothing, not enough houses, not enough 
of everything, there can certainly not have been too many 
of those whose skill in producing all these necessities has 
been recognised. The former regime prevented the Jews 
from manufacturing the very things the country needed. 
After the war, the need for such creative elements will be 
still greater. It was in the interests of Poland that skilled 
craftsmen were brought into the country after the wars of 
the Middle Ages. It will be in the interests of Poland that 
the Jews shall remain there after the war. 

Official quarters should realise once and for all that the 
Jews are not cattle. which can be exported at will. They 
are citizens of Poland, which they helped to build, to 
develop. and defend, and which they now help to free and 
from which they will not be removed except by their own 
free will. If Gluchowski’s book was published with the 
help of the Polish authorities, it should be recalled and his 
views disowned officially by the Polish Government. 


RIGHTING A WRONG 
Restoration of Polish Citizenship 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


The Polish Consul in London has, I learn, received 
official instructions to receive applications from all who 
have been deprived of Polish citizenship and who wish to 
have the case reopened. They may now ask for the restora- 
tion of their citizenship; and those from whose passports 
the Consul formerly withheld the official seal may apply to 
have the seal affixed.

Great Britain (which will assist any applicants) the instruc- 
tion affects Jews who have been deprived of citizenship not 
only in London but also in Consulates on the Continent. 
Jews who were deprived of their citizenship by Polish 
Consulates in England can have it restored by the Consul 
in London. Others will have their case referred to the 
Foreign Office in Angers, with whom the final decision rests. 


The official Polish newspaper, GLos POLSKI, confirms 
reports that Dr. Emil Sommerstein, the Jewish leader and 
Sejm Deputy, had been condemned to seven years’ imprison- 
ment by a Soviet court in Lwow. The nature of the charges 
against Dr. Sommerstein is not known. 


THE FUTURE OF EUROPEAN 
JEWRY 


Professor Dubnow’s Views 
LESSONS FROM 1920 


Professor Simon Dubnow, the famous Jewish historian, 
in an interview which he gave recently to the Vilno press, 
warned Jews to profit by the lessons to be learned from 
the failure to secure Jewish rights after the last war. 

Discussing the future reconstruction of European Jewry 
and the Palestine question, Professor Dubnow emphasised 
that the civil rights of the Jews must be restored as well as 
their speeial rights as a national-cultural minority in all the 
countries where they have been deprived of them. 

The experience obtained in 1920, during the various peace 
conferences, he declared, must be utilised. “It is known 
what has become of the rights of minorities laid down at 
that time,” he commented. “Colonel Beck, the Polish 
Foreign Minister, was among the first to declare subse- 
quently that Poland would not recognise minority mghts. 
This bad example influenced certain other States and led 
to a chaotic state of affairs so far as the protection of 
minorities was concerned.” 

Professor Dubnow declared that almost 90 per cent. of 
European Jewry are now emigrants or must be considered 
emigrants in the psychological sense. 

“There may be doubt as to the possibility of recon- 
structing all the Jewish communities according to their pre- 
war state; it may be assumed that the problem of emigra- 
tion will remain an important world problem after the war,” 
he pointed out. “ Thus, co-ordination between States and 
interested organisations must be brought about so as to 
make an end to the present situation. This problem must 
be on the working agenda of the Jewish representatives at 
the peace conference.” 

Referring to Palestine, Professor Dubnow said: “ The 
Jews have built Palestine, they are building it and they will 
continue to build it; and no White Papers will be able to 
change anything in this state of affairs.” 

He pointed out, however, that parallel with efforts to 
reach the maximum immigration into and colonisation of 
Palestine, co-ordination of migration to other lands should 
be continued in view of the tragic situation of millions of 
Jews in Europe... 


FAMOUS AUSTRIAN-JEWISH SCIENTIST 
FOR INDIA

The Allahabad University. has confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Professor Erwin Schrodinger as Professor of 
Physics. Dr Schrodinger, who is fifty-three, is one of the 
world’s greatest living physicists and a leading authority on 
wave mechanics. He is an Austrian Jew by birth, but is 
reported to have renounced his German nationality. In 
1933, Dr. Schrodinger shared with Dr. Paul Dirac, of 
Cambridge, the Nobel Prize for Physics, and was made a 
Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford.

The 54th annual report, which was presented, stated that 
8,182 persons stayed at the Shelter last year, compared 
with 3,243 in the previous year. The majority were refugees. 
Among them were 58 non-Jews. 

Up ull the outbreak of the war, said Mr. Schiff in moving 
the adoption of the report, a large number of transmigrants 
passed through the Shelter. Since then, transmuigratory 
traffic had stopped altogether and the Shelter’s activities 
were, therefore, confined simply to alien Jews in this country 
who did not come under any existing war refugee com- 
mittees. This had caused them considerable anxiety, and 
the Hon. Officers had decided that feeding and housing 
should be discontinued on May 31. It was not, as it had 
been put, the closing down of the Institution. It was far 
from that, and the weekly rotas would continue as in the past. 

The reason for the decision, said Mr. Schiff, was that 
their overhead charges were very heavy, and in view of 
the increase in the cost of food and everything else, they 
reckoned that by not using the Shelter as a residence they 
would save well over £2,000 a year. This saving would 
enable them to pay off in, they hoped, two years’ time their 
entire bank overdraft, and he wanted to put the Shelter in 
a strong position financially, because they could be quite 
certain that after the war the demands on the Shelter were 
going to be far greater than they had ever been in the past. 


Could Reopen Within 24 Hours 


He had less ‘hesitation in closing down the building, he 
said, because if the necessity arose they could reopen it 
within 24 hours. The necessity might conceivably arise 
within the next week or fortnight. It might be imperative 
to use the Shelter at a later stage, particularly for Orthodox 
Jews. They had told the Ministry of Health that when 
they had the room they had never discriminated between 
denominations. For many years they had had at times as 
many as 20 or 30 per cent. non-Jews staying in the Institu- 
tion. That policy, said Mr. Schiff, he intended continuing.

GESTAPO RULE IN 
HOLLAND 


Jews Arrested and Robbed 
25,000 REFUGEES TRAPPED 


The Nazi authorities have begun to arrest Jews, 
especially refugees, in the occupied territories of Holland 
and Belgium and to seize the property of Jewish busi- 
nesses. The invaders are helped in their work by lists 
long ago prepared by Fifth Columnists. All wireless 
sets owned by Jews are being seized. It is reported that 
by order of Dr. Seyss-Inquart (now Reich Commissioner 
for Holland) refugees are to be sent to Poland and their 
property will be confiscated. There were 25,000 Jewish 
refugees in Holland, many of whom had been in camps 
near the German frontier. 

The panic-stricken Jews are unable to leave, owing 
to lack of conveyances, the conditions of the roads, 
and a new ban on their departure by the Nazis, who 
are particularly eager to prevent the Jewish diamond 
merchants of Amsterdam and Antwerp from taking 
their valuables abroad, 


Escape To England 

Among the Dutch Jews who nevertheless succeeded in 
reaching England are Dr. M. van Blankenstein, the noted 
publicist, and Mr. A. Cohen, chief editor of the Dutch News 
Agency. Rabbi Dr. Shapiro, of Antwerp, and Dr. Joseph 
Wiener, Chief Rabbi of Belgium, are in France. 

One group of 23 Jewish refugees from Amsterdam, 
including women and children, sailed from Ymuiden in a 
trawler in a heavy fog. Once an aeroplane of unidentified 
nationality circled over them and later they encountered 
a submarine, but were not molested. Another party from 
peat included several Dutch, Austrian, and Czech 
ews. 

Groups of Jewish refugees from Belgium have reached 
Paris. Most of them walked the whole distance from 
Antwerp under constant bombing. German Jewish refugees 
whose Reich passports were stamped with the letter “J” 
were separated from the other refugees, and, it is reported, 
are to be interned. 


Power for Dutch Nazis 


Himmler, the chief of the Gestapo, is reported to have 
arrived in Amsterdam and to have conferred with Dutch 
Nazi leaders. In the reorganisation and consolidation of 
the country under Nazi control, it is expected that the Dutch 
National Socialist Party, which had always maintained the 
closest of contacts with the German Government, will be 
given a large measure of local authority in spheres not 
reserved for the invaders. 

In view of the violent anti-Jewish campaign waged in 
recent months by the Dutch Nazi Press—-a campaign which 
was sharply intensified in the critical weeks preceding the 
invasion—the accession to power of Mussert and his 
followers is most likely to result in the initiation of a 
programme to reduce the Dutch Jewish Community of 
120,000 to the position of the Jews in the Reich. In a 
recent interview, Mussert advocated the deportation of the 
Jews to Guiana. 


BRATISLAVA JEWS IN DANGER 
Nazis’ Balkan Move 


The Jews in Bratislava, the capital of Slovakia, are 
threatened with the immediate danger of being absorbed 
into the Third Reich. According to Budapest reports, any 
German move in the direction of the Balkan States will be 
accompanied by a military agreement between Germany 
and Hungary, enabling Hungary to take possession of the 
best part of Slovakia, with the exception of Bratislava and 
other strategic positions, which will be annexed by the 
Third Reich. 

The most important Jewish Community in Slovakia, that 
of Bratislava, may therefore fall into the hands of the Nazi 
Government, whose anti-Jewish laws are far more drastic 
than those of the Slovak Government. 

Manfred von Killinger, former German Consul in San 
Francisco and one of the men responsible for the assassina- 
tion in 1922 of Walter Rathenau, the German Foreign 
Minister, has been sent to Bratislava to assist the German 
Minister there as a “ specialist,’ Paris Soir reports. 

In Hungary, the Nazis are demanding an immediate 
alliance with Germany, and the enactment in Hungary 
without delay of Nazi anti-Jewish laws. 


ANTI-JEWISH RIOT IN TRIESTE 
Synagogue Damaged and Shops Wrecked 


Anti-Jewish disorders were reported on Sunday from 
Trieste. Windows of Jewish schools were smashed and the 
Synagogue damaged. Several Jewish shops were wrecked 
and ransacked. In Rome, eight Jews resident in the Jewish 
quarter were set upon and beaten on Friday. | 

The outbreak in Trieste followed a renewed campaign ih 

the extreme Fascist Press and a general tightening up of 
anti-Jewish measures by the authorities. 
_ Jewish refugees from Poland, of whom there are over 800 
in Trieste, are now being threatened with deportation to 
German territory unless they leave the country. One Jew 
has already been deported to Germany, and several hundred 
are under expulsion orders, Parties of Polish Jews arriving 
at the Italian frontier are being sent to. Vienna. 


FLIGHT FROM BELGIAN INVASION 
The Refugees’ Fate 


[From our former Antwerp Correspondent] 
This is the second time that the Jews of Antwerp, together 


with the rest of the population in Belgium, have had to flee 
before the invader. But this time the conditions are much 
worse and the invader more cruel. Moreover, the popula- 
tion was increased by the large number of refugees. The 
position has also become aggravated hecause on the last 
occasion Holland, which was then neutral, absorbed a large 
number of people and the way to England was also open. 

When the Nazis attacked, all enemy aliens in Belgium 
were interned. Among them were many who had been in 
concentration — in Germany and Austria. Numbers 
were detained in Antwerp, and were full of praise of the 
treatment meted out to them by the Belgian soldiers. They 
were afterwards transferred to France for internment—an 
extremely humane act on the part of the Belgian Govern- 
ment, which had given these unfortunate people hospitality. 

The women and children were to remain in Belgium for 
the time being, and were left in a desperate state. The 
Jewish Refugee Committee met for the last time on Sunday, 
May 12, and distributed all the money they had. 

The Ezra Emigration Society was still functioning on 
Sunday, and Mr. H. Schulsinger, the veteran social worker, 
whose name has become a household word among immi- 
grants, was at his post with his secretary, Miss Spira. Dr. 
Boruchowitz, a well-known Antwerp medical practitioner, 
did gallant work conveying people from Antwerp in his car. 


NOTICE TO QUIT 
Mass Eviction of Polish Jews 


The eviction of entire Jewish Communities in Poland from 
their homes; in order to make room for Germans from 
the Baltic and other States, is continuing on a big scale. 
In Novy-Radomsk, which before the war had a Jewish 

pulation of about 10,000, the Gestapo issued an order 
or 2,000 Jews to leave. They were not allowed to take 
any of their furniture or household belongings; everything 
had to be left for use by the German settlers. In Tuszyn, 
which lies between Lodz and Piotrkow, the Gestapo ordered 
the last 150 Jewish families to leave the town, because, 
according to the Nazi plan, the entire district is to be made 
a part of the Third Reich. The Jewish families were this 
time graciously allowed to take with them what they could 
carry. After trudging to Piotrkow, they were refused 
admission and were ordered to proceed to the Lublin 
reservation. 

The last 800 Jews still living in the centre of Lodz have 
now been moved to the new ghetto in the Baluty district. 

Otwock, near Warsaw, which used to be a favourite 
holiday resort of Jews, has now been made judenrein. 


GAULEITER HUNGER 


Grim starvation is facing the Jews in Nazi-occupied 
Poland, according to reports received in Bucharest. Jews are 
no longer able to secure even the ration of half a pound of 
bread per day allotted to them; and the situation will 
become much worse as a result of the Rumanian Govern- 
ments announcement that the dispatch of food parcels to 
Poland is ceasing this week. 

A representative of the American Relief Committee for 
Poland, Mr. Beyl, is now in Belgrade to negotiate an agree- 
ment with the Yugoslav Government for the shipment of 
food to Poland for distribution to the population without 
regard to religion.

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URUGUAY’S MOVE AGAINST 
NAZI SPIES 


Anti-Jewish Agitators Denounced 


The Uruguayan Chamber of Deputies has adopted by 
42 votes to one a motion declaring that a thorough investiga- 
tion into local Nazi activities should be made by a com- 
mission, which would report its findings to Parliament. This 
week, following an anti-Nazi demonstration in Montevideo, 
German shops were stoned. 

Nazis have been busy in Uruguay for some time, and, as 
always, anti-Semitism has been one of their favoured 
weapons. The bulk of the Jewish population are refugees. 

Recently, a bomb exploded in the basement of the 
German Chamber of Commerce in Montevideo, and the 
Jews were blamed—until an Argentine named Siri confessed 
that he planted the bomb in order to rouse anti-Jewish 
feeling. is confession led to the arrest of the leader and 
seven members of a small anti-Jewish, pro-Nazi group of 
Uruguayans called “ Revisionismo,” who had been actively 
publishing anti-British propaganda. It is believed that 
the Nazis gave “Revisionismo™ moral if not financial 
support. 

4 Dia, one of the most important papers in Uruguay, 
has been demanding that the police take energetic steps to 
suppress the campaign of anti-Semitic slogan-writing on 
walls of Montevideo buildings. “Our constitution guaran- 
tees the security of all inhabitants of the country, and these 
heroic scribblers violate the principles of our constitution 
in a disgraceful manner,” it declares. 

The paper has also urged the Government to relax the 
present immigration laws because the country needed new 

ople to develop it. “ Immigration is an important factor 
in the development of American countries,” the paper wrote. 
“We must never forget the great slogan of the famous 
Argentinian statesman Juan Alberdi: “To govern means to 


populate.’ 
Hospitality to Refugees 


A Montevideo correspondent writes: 

Uruguay, the smallest but one of the most progressive 
of the South American States, opened its gates, in the wave 
of emigration to America in 1938, to about 6,000 refugees. 
This led to the raising of the refugee, and then of the 
Jewish, question in this truly democratic country. 

Sefardi Jews have been living in Uruguay for decades, 
and they constitute the well-to-do section. About 12 years 
ago, Eastern Jewish immigrants began to arrive, and they 
soon became the Jewish majority. To-day, they amount to 
about 60 per cent. of the total adult Jewish population of 
30,000. They fitted themselves without difficulty into the 
country’s economic life, including many skilled artisans, 
tailors, and cabinet-makers. 

But when mass immigration from Germany, Austria. and 
Czechoslovakia began, following the closing of Brazil and 
Argentina, the existing reactionary bodies and the anti- 
Semitic Press (doubtless fed by Nazi funds) began their 
incitement. 

Actually, German-Jewish immigration has had almost no 
effect on Uruguayan economy. There is, at most, the 
beginnings of quality production in certain branches, and a 
development of the middle class; but there has been no 
trace of disadvantage caused to the native population. On 
the contrary, land development and agricultural production 
have been stimulated. “There are already Jewish embryo 
agricultural colonies, and a school for training Jewish 
farmers. 


JEWISH DEFENCE IN BOLIVIA 


Fantastic Calumnies in Anti-Refugee Press 
TO BE CHALLENGED IN THE COURTS 


{From a Correspondent} 


In reply to the violent press campaign directed against 
the Jewish immigrants in Bolivia, M. Danziger, president 
of the Jewish community of Bolivia, and M. Kirschner, 

ident of the Jewish community of La Paz, have circular- 
ised a letter of protest to all the principal papers in the 
country. 

The letter, which was published by Et Dtario, com- 
pletely demolishes the anti-Semitic arguments, dealing with 
them one by one. Amongst the calumnies which the 
sensational press has published is the old medieval charge 
that the Jews brought incurable contagious diseases from 
Europe. They also accused Jewish immigrants of refusing 
to abide by the social laws of Bolivia. 

At the end of their letter, the writers declare that unless 
this calumny ceases the representatives of the Jews of 
Bolivia will bring a libel action against the instigators of 
this anti-Semitic campaign if only to nail these lies in the 
Bolivian law-courts. 


CANADIAN APPOINTMENT FOR GERMAN- 
JEWISH PHILOSOPHER 


Dr. Richard Kroner, the well-known German-Jewish 
philosopher, who escaped from Nazi Germany two years 
ago, has been appointed Professor of Logic and Metaphysics 
at McGill University, Montreal. :

POLAND’S “SURPLUS JEWS ” 
An Outrageous Booklet 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent] 


That “at least one million Jews must emigrate from 
Poland,” and that only when “the percen of lows in 
Poland is reduced to at least one-third re present 
number will the Jewish problem in Poland be solved or 
rather cease to exist,” are the two fantastic postulates put 
forward in a new booklet by M. K. Gluchowski, Secretary 
of the Polish National Council in America. He is also 
director of the Polish Information Bureau, which closely 
af ee with the official Polish department of that name 
in Paris. 

_The views he expresses in his book have caused deep 
dismay and resentment in Jewish quarters. With great 
frankness, M. Gluchowski echoes demands which were made 
by the previous “ Colonels’ Regime ” in Poland, and which 
still seem to be alive in official Polish circles. 

Whether the surplus Jews, says M. Gluchowski, will go 
to Palestine, Uganda, or Kenya is a matter for themselves. 
But it is for the “benefit both of the Jews and for the 
Poland of to-morrow that they should emigrate.” 


Did the Polish Government Approve ? 


This outrageous theory is harmful not only to the Jews 
but also to the Polish cause. There never were too many 
Jews in Poland: there were too many enemies of the Jews. 
In a country where there were not enough factories, not 
enough shoes and clothing, not enough houses, not enough 
of everything, there can certainly not have been too many 
of those whose skill in producing all these necessities has 
been recognised. The former regime prevented the Jews 
from manufacturing the very things the country needed. 
After the war, the need for such creative elements will be 
still greater. It was in the interests of Poland that skilled 
craftsmen were brought into the country after the wars of 
the Middle Ages. It will be in the interests of Poland that 
the Jews shall remain there after the war. 

Official quarters should realise once and for all that the 
Jews are not cattle. which can be exported at will. They 
are citizens of Poland, which they helped to build, to 
develop, and defend, and which they now help to free and 
from which they will not be removed except by their own 
free will. If Gluchowski’s book was published with the 
help of the Polish authorities, it should be recalled and his 
views disowned officially by the Polish Government. 


RIGHTING A WRONG 
Restoration of Polish Citizenship 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


The Polish Consul in London has, |] learn, received 
official instructions to receive applications from all who 
have been deprived of Polish citizenship and who wish to 
have the case reopened. They may now ask for the restora- 
tion of their citizenship; and those from whose passports 
the Consul formerly withheld the official seal may apply to 
have the seal afhixed. 

According to a statement made by the Polish Consul to 


' a delegation of the Association of Jews Polish Citizens in 


Great Britain (which will assist any applicants) the instruc- 
tion affects Jews who have been deprived of citizenship not 
only in London but also in Consulates on the Continent. 
Jews who were deprived of their citizenship by Polish 
Consulates in England can have it restored by the Consul 
in London. Others will have their case referred to the 
Foreign Office in Angers, with whom the final decision rests. 


The official Polish newspaper, GLos POLSKI, confirms 
reports that Dr. Emil Sommerstein, the Jewish leader and 
Sejm Deputy, had been condemned to seven years’ imprison- 
ment by a Soviet court in Lwow. The nature of the charges 
against Dr. Sommersiein is not known. 


THE FUTURE OF EUROPEAN 
JEWRY 


Professor Dubnow’s Views 
LESSONS FROM 1920 


Professor Simon Dubnow, the famous Jewish historian, 
in an interview which he gave recently to the Vilno press, 
warned Jews to profit by the lessons to be learned from 
the failure to secure Jewish rights after the last war. 

Discussing the future reconstruction of European Jewry 
and the Palestine question, Professor Dubnow emphasised 
that the civil rights of the Jews must be restored as well as 
their speeral rights as a national-cultural minority in all the 
countries where they have been deprived of them. 

The experience obtained in 1920, during the various peace 
conferences, he declared, must be utilised. “It is known 
what has become of the rights of minorities laid down at 
that time,” he commented. “Colonel Beck, the Polish 
Foreign Minister, was among the first to declare subse- 
quently that Poland would not recognise minority rights. 
This bad example influenced certain other States and led 
to a chaotic state of affairs so far as the protection of 
minorities was conce “ys 

Professor Dubnow declared that almost 90 per cent. of 
European Jewry are now emigrants or must be considered 
emigrants in the psychological sense. 

“There may be doubt as to the possibility of recon- 
structing all the Jewish communities according to their pre- 
war state; it may be assumed that the problem of emigra- 
tion will remain an important world problem after the war,” 
he pointed out. “ Thus, co-ordination between States and 
interested organisations must be brought about so as to 
make an end to the present situation. This problem must 
be on the working agenda of the Jewish representatives at 
the peace conference.” 

Referring to Palestine, Professor Dubnow said: “ The 
Jews have built Palestine, they are building it and they will 
continue to build it: and no White Papers will be able to 
change anything in this state of affairs.” 

He pointed out, however, that parallel with efforts to 
reach the maximum immigration into and colonisation of 
Palestine, co-ordination of migration to other lands should 
be continued in view of the tragic situation of millions of 
Jews in Europe. 


FAMOUS AUSTRIAN-JEWISH SCIENTIST 
FOR INDIA

The Allahabad University has confirmed the appoint- 
ment of Professor Erwin Schrodinger as Professor of 
Physics. Dr Schrodinger, who its fifty-three, is one of the 
world’s greatest living physicists and a leading authority on 
wave mechanics. He its an Austrian Jew by birth, but is 
reported to have renounced his German nationality. In 
1933, Dr. Schrodinger shared with Dr. Paul Dirac, of 
Cambridge, the Nobel Prize for Physics, and was made a 
Fellow of Magdalen College, Oxford. 


POLAND'S MARTYRDOM 


There is now on view in the Auditorium at Selfridge’s an 
exhibition of authentic photographs showing the ravages 
caused by Nazis during the invasion of Poland. Entitled 
“ Poland As It Was and As It Is,” the exhibition contains 
some 200 photographs, charts, and maps. It is interesting 
to note that, whether by design or accident, the areas of 
Poland—and in particular sections of open towns such as 
Warsaw—which received the greatest bombardments were 
centres of Jewish population. Some of the photographs 
depict in horrible detail the martyrdom of Jewry. 

The exhibition is later to visit Glasgow, Brighton, Bolton, 
Cardiff, Liverpool, and Manchester. 
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THE NATION’S WILL 
TO WIN 


ONE of the bright spots in the darkness that envelops 
the battlefields is the fact that this week’s anxieties have 
at last awakened the public in this country to the true 
dimensions of the national peril. The welcome speed 
with which the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act was 
passed on Wednesday is a vivid reflection of this 
awakening. To know the truth is the first requisite for 
coping with it. 

Having recognised the grim realities, we have now 
to brace ourselves to confront them with unfaltering 
resolution. This does not mean that we should com- 
fort ourselves by false optimism and foolish com- 
placency. But it does mean that we should take account 
of the favourable, as well as the unfavourable, factors 
in the position. One of the favourable factors is the 
self-evident truth that this latest Nazi offensive is a 
desperate gamble with the lives of the German soldiery 
and with the totality of German resources. The reward 
held out for this gambler’s throw is the crushing of 
the Allies in a two-months’ lightning war. No other 
of like ferocity can follow it. The gambler, if he 
fails, will have staked his all, and lost, come the defeat 
this year or next, or the year after that! In M. 
ReEYNAUD’S words: “If we hold out for a month—and 
we shall do so—we shall have covered three-quarters 
of the way to victory.” 

But national resolution in the prosecution of the war 
demands vastly more than an understanding of the 
enemy's weakness. It calls for cool heads and steady 
nerves quite as much as for seeing the situation whole. 
It implies that we summon the very last ounce of our 
fortitude and energy in resisting the German onset. It 
demands that each and every one of us, and in particular 
our leaders, grasp the vital reality that war is every 
bit as much a matter of psychology and will-power 
as of sheer war-power. Once we lose confidence in our- 
selves, the war is irretrievably lost. Once we begin to 
doubt our own resources and to mistake the flamboyant 
acts and swaggering’ of the enemy for invincibility, our 
will to win is shattered. Let it sink deep into the popular 
mind: a nation that refuses to submit even when 
militarily routed is never defeated—a nation that admits 
defeat, even though its armies stand intact, is already 
defeated. That last process, thank God, has never been 
Britain's way. It certainly has never been the Jew’s 
way, or he would have perished from the earth long 
centuries ago. A great foreign soldier once said that 
the strength of the Englishman is that he never knows 
when he is beaten. It is because his will to conquer 
has survived all defeats that he has always lived to 
“win the last battle.” , 

The will of Britain, however, let there be no mistake 
about it, is to-day assailed by a formidable, a sinister, 
and insidious new power such as has never attacked it 
in the past, at any rate with the organised cunning 
and persistency that we now witness. It has, in plain fact, 
converted the home front into as vital an area of danger 
as the field of battle abroad. This new menace to the 
nation’s “ will to win” works, sometimes blatantly but 
often secretly, upon the national morale. It turns 
citizens into traitors. And it bewilders and confuses 
the forces of defence, and suborns corrupt and weak- 
minded citizens—until they work to open the gates to 
the enemy armies. 

Once again we press this urgent peril upon the atten- 
tion of our leaders. Rallying a host of volunteers to 
tackle parachutists in their ludicrous, though mis- 
chievous, disguises is a very necessary and important 
step no doubt. But what of those in this country, native 
as well as alien, who may be wickedly consorting with 
these invaders? Treason is taking a new and alarming 
shape and size in these days. It is no use talking 
of morale if the nation grows uneasy and unnerved, 
if citizen mistrusts citizen, and the people loses its con- 
fidence because of this lurking fear of enemies within 
its own household. Let the Government realise, once 
for all, that there can be no cémplete confidence while 
these men are free to go about their hellish work in 
the dark. We ask them to grasp the vital truth, 
that prompt dealing with the menace would have a tonic 
effect on the national spirit and is a cardinal condition 
of victory, whereas weakness only discourages and 


jeopardises the nation. A few Quislings, creatures, for 
instance, of the type of the ex-British Fascist broad- 
caster from Hamburg, but whose treachery continues to 
operate in Britain instead of from their “ spiritual 
home "—a few such creatures caught and handed over 
for suitable punishment would do more to baffle the 
Nazi conspirators and hearten the British soldier in 
France and his kinsfolk at home than many a fine 
political speech or promise of help to come. 

Given forthright action against the internal enemy, 
there is no cause for despair, and still less for panic. 
The Allied Armies still remain in being. The British 
Fleet is still mistress of the seas, and would remain 
so even if the calculating Duce should “ hurry,” this 
week-end or later, “to the help of the victor,” or the 
side which he believes to be winning. Our Air Force 
is writing thrilling new pages in the story of human 
heroism. And our mighty resources still remain in their 
overwhelming vastness to wear down the enemy, who is 
struggling, by a desperate thrust, to cheat the Allies of 
inevitable victory. 

Let us, men and women of all stations and all creeds, 
let us only be strong and of good courage. Remember- 
ing alike the almost incalculable penalties of defeat 
and the noble fruits of victory, let us hold steadfastly 
on our course until a just cause wrings from passing 
adversity a just triumph. Let that be our vow at this 
still critical hour, and unless there is no God, no Divine 
scheme of things, and no hope for this earth save to be 
turned recurrently into a human shambles, that triumph 
will assuredly crown our sacrifices and our faith. 


DAY OF NATIONAL PRAYER 


At the suggestion of His Majesty the King next Sunday 
is to be a Day of National Prayer. It happens that that day 
is also, in the Jewish calendar, a day of rejoicing—Lag 
b’'Omer—for according to tradition a plague which had 
raged among the disciples of Rabbi Akiba ceased on the 
thirty-third day of the Omer. wut a new and a greater 
pestilence has befallen not only the pupils of a single 
teacher but the scholars and scholarship of many lands, and 
is threatening many peoples and all the things they hold 
dear. There is no inappropriateness thercfore in mingling 
the joy of Lag b’Omer with sterner thoughts and approach- 
ing our Maker with supplication for help in this the dread 
hour of national trial—indeed, the tear is rarely, in our 
human destiny, very far from the smile. 


By Rabbinic dispensation, marriages, forbidden during 
the Omer, may be solemnised on its thirty-third day. This 
may mean that a large number of such celebrations have 
already been fixed. Moreover, some of the annual syna- 
gogue meetings may also be due on the same day. But there 
should not be too great difficulty in fitting the Intercession 
Service into the available time. In certain special cases the 
solemn occasian, for which the Chief Rabbi has written a 
special prayer, will be observed to-morrow (Sabbath). 


It cannot but be that Jews will join their fellow- 
citizens in great numbers in invoking the guiding and pro- 
tecting arm of the God of Battles in the great emergency 
of this hour. It is a moment big with fate for them, for 
their beloved country, and for the whole of the world. Our 
sons and the sons of countless citizens are standing to-day 
in the breach against cruel and merciless foes. Countless 
homes are watching with bated breath, and rising and 
falling hopes, the swaying of the grim struggle for humanity 
and justice—for the very survival of civilisation. Let us 
all raise up Our voices in unison to our common Creator, 
that the “ Guardian of Israel" may protect the “ remnant 
of Israel” and all His faithful servants among the peoples, 
and that a true and righteous peace—a peace of unclouded 
brotherhood—may soon come again to His sorely stricken 
children. 


THE SECOND EVACUATION 


AT any moment the swarms of enemy bombers, of whose 
imminence the Prime Minister warns us, may impose a 
second evacuation of children from London and other 
areas. It is as well, therefore, that steps have been taken 
to afford Hebrew and religious education to Jewish children 
who may be removed from London. But the Jewish Emer- 
gency Committee, which is charged with this important 
work, is Up against the eternal trouble of finance, and Dr. 
Morris told a meeting of the J.R.E.B. last week that at the 
moment it was not very clear where the money was to come 
from. Much has been said on the question of keeping 
Judaism alive in the hearts of the young Jewish victims of 
the present tragedy, and some nave not refrained from 
criticism of the Committee’s past labours, without perhaps 


‘full appreciation of the heavy difficulties it presented. But 


criticism, even if justified and useful, cannot rid us of the 
obligation of supporting an effort vital to the whole future 
of British Jewry and its faith, and though the burdens upon 
us are growing and may continue to grow, it argues a 
poor sense of realities that only £1,000 has been given in 
response to the Committee’s appeal. One must agree with 
Dr. Morris that it would be an almost unperdonable act of 
improvidence on the part of the Community if it were to 
be caught unprepared. But, as he truly says, whatever is 
to be done must be done quickly. 


WHY NOT HOSTELS? 

MEANWHILE, the question arises whether the accommoda- 
tion of children in hostels would not enable the Committee's 
funds to go farther than under the system of private 
accommodation. It would, one imagines, be a cheaper 
method; it would certainly ease the task of providing the 
instruction, and avoid many of the serious problems in- 
volved in housing Jewish children away from home. 


THE GREATER MENACE 


THe recent internment of German and Austrian males 
between the ages of 16 and 60 who lived on or near the 
Southern and Eastern coasts, and the restrictions placed on 
all other male aliens in the same areas, have been followed 
by the extension of the first of these measures to the whole 
of Great Britain. The aliens affected by this Order are 
those classified in Group B as a result of examination by a 
local tribunal or Regional Advisory Committee. The step 
was Obviously unavoidable in the presence of the mounting 
danger of the preparatory German undermining of coun-. 
tries destined for Nazi attack. As such, it has been cheer- 
fully accepted by the genuine refugees concerned, helped 
by the considerateness shown by the British Authorities—a 
humanity in glaring contrast with the brutal methods of the 
jack boeted Prussians. 


But it cannot be too strongly insisted, as Sir Norman 
Angell insists, that these unhappy refugees are not the 
only, or, we may add, the most likely, human agents for 
Nazi sabotage and espionage. Sir Norman reminds us 
that these fugitives from terror have been examined and 
re-examined and watched during months and years; and 
“what we know of them, as, for example, that they are 
Jews and have suffered tortures in Hitler's prisons and 
camps, indicates that they are of all peoples the very last 
likely to be Hitler's agents.” But, as he points out only too 
truly, “ we leave free a far greater number of refugees of 
whom we know nothing, and thousands of British subjects 
of whom we know that they are potential Quislings.” Are 
the authorities not shouldering a tremendous responsibility 
in dealing with the minor menace and abstaining . from 
similar measures against what may easily prove the greater 
and more devilishly mischievous? 


TEMPORARY INTERNMENT FOR SOME 


Ir is stated that the internment of the Austrians and 
Germans is intended to be temporary. One naturally hopes 
that this limitation will become as speedily effective as, in 
the circumstances, is safe. Wholesale and. indiscrimi- 
Nate. internment, however necessary at the outset, is 
inevitably a crude proceeding creating numerous hard cases, 
and sometimes even operating contrary to the interests of the 
State. Many of those detained in Glasgow, for instance, 
were business men. Others, in South Wales, are said to 
have been on the point of leaving their homes for their 
business at the Treforest Trading Estate when they were 
arrested. A case is mentioned in which two partners in a 
firm in Scotland, who had unaided built up a small but 
prosperous business giving employment to a considerable 
number of people and exporting British goods, were both 
interned. Cases like these call for early review. 


A BRITISH FOREIGN LEGION | 


It is being urged that the refugees in this country should 
be permitted to form a British Foreign Legion. This is 
advocated in the responsible columns of THe Times, and 
is certainly deserving of early consideration. The Legion 
need not be confined to refugees but could include other 
foreign volunteers and, as the recent Spanish example 
proved, it might easily be a military factor of undoubted 
value. In case the term “ Foreign Legion” is distasteful 
to the British mind, it could, as one writer, Mr. Zissu, 
suggests, be given the title of “ Liberty Legion,” which, as 
he points out, would express its true and universal object. 
The fact that aliens can enlist in the Auxiliary Military 
Pioneer Corps is an insufficient argument against the pro- 
posal. That Corps, only open now to men over thirty-five 
years of age, is a non-combatant body, and member- 
ship of it. would not satisfy those who would prefer the 
more direct effort of combatant service against the enemy. 
In the conditions that have now arisen it seems. in the 
absence of any decisive considerations to the contrary, a 
shortsighted policy to reject their help. 


WHERE AMERICA COULD HELP 


THERE are many ways whereby civilised countries who 
are still neutral can give humanitarian aid in the present 
crisis. The suggestion has been made in the columns of 
the YORKSHIRE Post that America might extend temporary 
hospitality to the thousands of refugees who have been 
driven from their homes and are fleeing from the terror of 
the invading hordes of Germans. Their transportation, it is 
pointed out, should present no obstacle, as many British 
ships are sailing to the U.S.A. with few passengers, 
and it would lighten the burden of the Allied nations, 
especially in conserving their food supply. It would, of course, 
be a work of mercy, too, so far as the refugees are concerned, 
if only because they would not feel themselves competitors 
with the native population for the available victuals. Such a 
kindly act might well include all refugees fleeing from 
the Nazi fiends, and therefore could comprise those earlier 
victims, mostly Jews, who bore the first assault of German 
bestiality. America has done great things in the past to 
undo the havoc of European conflict. It would only be in 
line with that splendid tradition if she would now open 
her doors to the tragic victims of cruel. oppression.

VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE WORK 


Claims of B’nai B’rith 
From Mr. HARRY SAMUELS (Chairman) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I have read with great interest your. recent observations 
on the subject of vocational guidance As you express the ho 
that the American example may be taken up by the community 
rather than by individuals, may I be permitted to outline the 
scheme with which the Vocational Guidance Committee of the 
B'nai B'rith has been occupied for some time, and in which it has 
been greatly encouraged by the active co-operation of the Board 
of Deputies? 

From the outset, we secured the guidance of the leading 
experts in this country on the scientific and psychological aspects 
of the problem, thus beginning our work with the assurance that 
we had the most authoritative advice at our disposal. 

Jn order to bring the problem home to the parents and young 

cople, we have organised mectings throughout the country. 

hanks to the very live interest of the hcadmasters of a number 
of London secondary schools with a large percentage of Jewish 
children, we arranged talks at these schools tand since the war 
in the reception areas) by the Adviser of the Vocational Guidance 
Department of the National Institute of Industrial Psychology. 
These talks, which were greatly appreciated by the boys, have 
been followed up by our supplying these schools with regular 
information on careers and advice on individual problems, which 
the headmasters regard as of great value 

in addition, the Organising Secretary, Mr. Myer Domnitz, 
who has made a_ special study of vocational guidance 
problems, will shortly complete arrangements to address meet- 
ings at a rmtumber of provincial centres, through the active 
co-operation of local Bnai Brith Lodges. You have already 
reported in your issue of March 29 that following his visit to 
Manchester, a local Vocational Guidance Committee, sponsored 
by the Manchester Lodge, is in formation. It will deal with 
individual problems, in close co-operation with our central 
office. It is hoped, eventually, to make similar arrangements 
for each Jewish community. 

We are now planning to provide each local centre with a 
regular bulletin giving up-to-date information on various occu- 
pations, similar to the American undertaking which youw com- 
mended. Further, we are establishing advisory panels, 
representative of industries, trades, and professions, to help us 
with individual cases. We have already made a start on this 
scheme by dealing with a number of cases referred to us. 

We have also distributed a large number of valuable pamphlets 
on careers, and through our contacts with educational organisa- 
tions and professional associations, are in a position to keep 
abreast of the changing situation as it affects the problems of 
youth and careers in war-time. 

We are confident that as our scheme, which is rapidly develop- 
ing, widens its scope, we shall, together with the assistance 
such public-spirited undertakings as your own Careers Bureau, 
be able to secure a reorientation in the attitude of parents 
towards their children's careers, which should have a marked 
effect on the future well-being of the community.

INTERNMENT OF REFUGEES 
IN LEEDS 


Accepted in Good Spirit 


DEPENDENTS HARD HIT 


[From our Correspondent] 


The internment of B Class maie refugees has seriously 
affected the Jewish refugee community in Leeds, the majority 
of whom had been piaced in Class B by the Tribunais. 
Many who had been permitted empioyment in industry had 
female relatives entirely dependent upon them, so their 
departure is resulting in great hardship. 

About 15 boys from the Jewish Refugee Hostel have been 
interned under the order. If anything, this places a more 
severe strain on the finances of the Hostel, as the youths 
of 16 had just reached the stage where they were able to 
contribute towards their own support and thus decrease the 
overhead expenses of the Hostel. 

The internment, however. is being accepted in a very 
good spirit, by the refugees themselves, their relatives 
who are left behind and in many cases in distressed cir- 
cumstances, and the officers of the Refugee Committee, who 
have to cope with the serious situation now created. The 
comment one hears is: “It is just—England cannot afford 
to take any chances and we are prepared to go if it means 
more confidence and a speedier victory for this country.”

CANTEENS FOR EVACUEES 


How Passover Work was 
Accomplished 


A report of how a task urged by many to be incapable 
of realisation—that of providing for complete Passover 
observance for evacuees wherever possible —was successfully 
carried out was given by Mr. E. Halevy, Secretary of the 
Chief Rabbi's (Kasher Canteen) Commitice. at a meeting 
of the Committee held at Woburn tlouse last week. Rabbi 
Dr. 1. Goodman presided. 

Among the facts mentioned by Mr. Halevy were that 24 
canteens were set up in reception areas, at each of which two 
meals were served on the Monday (luach and Seder) and three, 
and in some instances four, meals daily during the other eight 
days. Besides these canteens, arrangements were made in three 
other areas for children to be given meals, and in some cases 
lodgings as well, with local Jewish residents. 

Among the equipment, close on 13,000 pieces of crockery 
and 14,800 pieces of cutlery were needed. About 45,000 meals 
were served, and 9,000 Ib. of Matzot caten.

NEW ARMY OF INTERNEES 


Government May Consider 
Hardships 


3,500 WOMEN ALIENS TO BE 
RE-EXAMINED 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


By the time this appears in print it may well be that 
a further internment of enemy aliens will have taken 
place. But the position at the time of writing is as 
follows: some 3,000 male enemy aliens between the 
ages of 16 and 60 living in or near the southern or 
eastern coast, and an equal number placed by Aliens 
Tribunals in Category B, and living in any part of 
the country, have been interned; and the cases of 3,500 
women in Category B are being examined. 

The first two decisions were, I understand, made 
without any previous notice to organisations dealing 
with refugees. They were snap decisions dictated by 
the military situation. 

The Government has made no official statement about 
cases of hardship that have arisen as a result of intern- 
ment, but I have reason to believe that consideration 
is likely to be given to some cases in which special 
hardships have been caused. It might be possible to 
secure the release of persons who were interned in one 
of the “ Scheduled Areas” (on the southern or eastern 
coasts) while on a visit there; sick persons who were 
interned in error, as they were exempt from the Order; 
refugees who are about to leave this country for, say, 
the U.S.A. (1 understand that a number of emigrants 
have already been released); students in schools and 
colleges, especially those who have shortly to take an 
examination; and agriculturists. 

1 would stress, however, that if such release can be 
obtained the refugee will not be allowed to return to 
any of the “ Scheduled Areas,” unless he is doing work 
of vital national importance. This latter question is 
already vigorously being taken up, as some aliens had 
been working as. key men in important war industries. 


Campaign Against Women Aliens 


Argumeats for and against internment of all enemy aliens, 
in particular the women who have been excluded from 
the recent Orders, have been vigorous. Last week, the Horn- 
castle (Lincs.) Council passed a resolution urging the 
Government to intern all enemy alien women, and Mr. 
H. C. Haslam, Conservative M.P. for the division, is reported 
as being anxious to draw attention to it in the House of 
Commons. Another M.P., Mr. J. Roland Robinson, 1s to 
ask the Government to intern at once all enemy aliens on 
the west coast. 

There are 62,000 enemy alicns who have not been 
interned. Of these, 27,000 are men and 35,000 women. 


A.R.P. Purge”? 


Local authorities have been asked to make a return to 
the Home Office of aliens of all nationalities who have 
volunteered for A.R.P., Auxiliary Fire, and Emergency 
Medical services since permission was given a year ago for 
aliens to take on Civil Defence work “in special circum- 
stances.” It is believed that an Order is likely to be made 
for the dismissal of all enemy aliens doing such work. 

Supervision of all aliens is in general to become stricter. 
Special precautions have been introduced at the B.B.C., for 
instance, where some hundreds of aliens, including a number 
of Germans and Austrians, are employed on foreign 
language services. 

A strict check is also being kept on all refugees coming 
into the country from the Low Countries. Dutch and 
Belgian officials have supplied lists of suspected German 
agents to the Defence Committee, and all refugees are being 
subjected to a threefold check. 

It is regarded as unfortunate that those refugees who 
have been interned have been so spectacularly seized. In 
particular, the use of the term “ round-up has led to a 
belief that they have done something criminal, whereas, as 
the Government has pointed out, the action was purely 
precautionary and was not based on positive evidence 
obtained against any individuals. 


Dangers of Anti-Alienism 


“There are two possible dangers,” says a letter sent to 
clergy and all denominations by the 
Council for Refugees. “The first is that the influx o 
refugees from Holland and Belgium may tend to over- 
shadow the continued needs of this earlier group [refugees 
from the Nazi Reich]. The second, and perhaps even more 
serious, is the danger that with the intensification . 
hostilities public antipathy may Le aroused towards a 
people of German origin, in spite of the fact that these 
refugees are themselves victims of ihe ruthless oppression . 
the Nazi Party. May we, therefore, appeal for your ap 
in averting such a tragedy by keeping your people well 
informed as to the facts of this rapidly changing situation. 


The Newcastie Journat reports that as a result of 
internment. of the company’s two directors, who are Jewis 
refugees from Germany, work in a newly established slipper 
factory in South Shie'ds has been suspended. 


THOUSANDS INTERNED IN 
FRANCE 


Many May be Released 
[From our Correspondeni—Paris] 


Simultaneously with the internment of aliens in Britain, 
the Military Governor of Paris has ordered all men and 
women of German origin aged between 17 and 55 years 
(including former residents of Danzig and of the Saar 
District and persons of undetermined nationality, but not 
Austrians) to present themselves at certain concentration 
centres. The men were to appear at the Buffalo Stadium 
and the women at the Velodrome d'Hiver. It is understood 
that they will undergo there a new and careful scrutiny. 
Those whose loyalty is established beyond any doubt 
will be released, and the others will be removed from Paris. 

This measure has been applied with very few exceptions. 
Men like Leopold Schwarzchild, editor of the anti-Nazi 
Neve TaGesucn, who was not interned in September, could 
obtain no exemption, although it is expected that he will 
be released very soon. Women have been interned whose 
husbands have joined the French armed forces. 

It is obvious that many innocent persons will suffer. but 
the general feeling is that in the present grave circumstances 
the principle of “safety first” must prevail. It is hoped 
that former Nazis will not receive preferential treatment as 
compared with Jews. (The name of Herr Fritz Thyssen. the 
noted German armaments maker, who supported Hitler but 
last year disagreed with him and fled from Germany, 
has been mentioned in this connection by papers of such 


widely different tendencies as the INTrRANSIGEANT and the 
Droit DE VivRE.) 


By last Friday, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, over 


8.000 male Jewish refugees and 8,000 women had reported 
at their centres.

NO FIREARMS FOR ALIENS 


Sir John Anderson, the Home Secretary. has made an 
Order prohibiting aliens of all nationalities throughout the 
United Kingdom from possessing firearms, ammunition. or 
explosives without a special permit from the police. The 
weapons covered by the prohibition are every type of fire- 
arm, including shotguns, except air-guns, air-rifles, and air- 
pistols. Any firearms, ammunition, or explosives at present 
in the possession of aliens must be surrendered to the police 
at once. 


RECRUITMENT TO PIONEER CORPS 


The recent War Office announcement that the minimum 
age limit of enlistment into the Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Corps has been raised to 35 does not apply to refugees. 
[hey are still being enlisted from the age of 20. 


SOUTH AFRICA STILL OPEN 

The last South African Government decisively rejected 
any attempts to prohibit Jewish immizration into the Union, 
and the present Government stands by this decision, Mr. 
Lawrence, the Minister of the Interior, declared last week 
in the South African House of Assembly. 

According to figures supplied by Mr. Lawrence, 402 Jews 
entered the Union during the first three months of 1940. 
Of this total, 78 entered the country for permanent residence, 
26 were not subject to the Aliens Act, six were wives and 


children of South African residents, and 37 were elderly 
persons. The remainder arrived for temporary residence. 


COMMITTEE FOR REFUGEE CHILDREN 
REORGANISES 


Twelve Regional Groups

In common with other refugee organisations the Move- 

ment for the Care of Children from Germany has been in

one in each of the civil defence regions. 

Each Committee has administrative power; and one of the 
main objects is to reorganise, and in many cases, to revive 
local child refugee committees, and through them maintain 
closer contact with the individual refugces. 

The London Regional Committee is responsible for the 
welfare of all refugee children brought to England by the 
Movement who are living in Greater London, and who 
number about 2,000. As children up to the age of eighteen 
are cared for, the recent decision to intern enemy aliens 
with B certificates bas raised some new probicms.,

children, however heavy their hearts may be. 
It is perhaps more difficult for those wives 
whose husbands are not naturally philo- 
sophical and in homes 
where the eternal dis- 
cussions of war strategy, 
policy, and conduct are 
the accompaniments of 
family meals. Such 
parents must face up to 
the situation and, if they 
must argue about the war, 
relegate their talks to 
those times when the 
children are really out of 
earshot, which in plain 
English means when they 
are in bed—and asleep. 
During the children’s 
waking hours _ there 
should be no mention of 
the war ver than casual 


WAR TALK & THE CHILDREN 


Protect them from mental strain and horror 


“ IME for the news, Mummy,” sings 
out. a small boy, and his toddler 
sister echoes,” Ews Bullentin, copy- 

wite peserved.” 

At each hour when news is transmitted, 
children listen with their parents and grown- 
up friends to the daily story of the war. 
And yet, as Miss Margaret Bondfield told 
the recent Labour Conference, there ts no 
more vital need on the home front at the 
moment than that we should protect our 
children from the mental strain of the 
horrors of war. 

Can we keep the war out of our homes? 
Is it possible for parents in these difficult 
days to counteract the atmosphere of anxiety 
that is so general in most households, and 
to preserve their young children from the 
evil effects of fears which are so much more 
potent for young minds that are totally 
incapable of stating the grounds from which 
they arise? 


No Panic or Fright 


It ts imevitable that a portion of the 
momentous happenings in whose midst we 
are living should penetrate into the lives of 
our children. But it ts our job to see that 
the proportion in which they are presented is 
never allowed to assume panicky or frighten- 
ing dimensions. It is our job furthermore to 
make special and positive efforts to amuse 
and instruct littl children and never to 
succumb to the bad habit of driving them 
away from us because we ourselves are 
worried or anxious. 

Here is a task for the men and women on 
the home front, which may well make 
demands on their self-control, their courage, 
and their steadfastness, which they should 
be proud to exercise as their contribution to 
the sacrifices demanded of us all. Many 
women who are left to-day in sole control 
of their families are rising splendidly to the 


geographical references, coupled with a 
demand for the child's cheerful co-opera- 
tion in saving and collecting valuable trifles 
which may help to win it. The child's day 
should be mapped out and plenty of interest 
provided to counteract the inclination that 
all children have to brood over things they 
know are absorbing their elders. Their play 
must become the vital interest of their 
parents, too, and in the case of older 
children, when they are not at school, their 
lessons can be talked over, explained, and 
supplemented at home. 


Provide New Treats 


It is as well to seek to provide some new 
and specially interesting treat for the 
children on those days when the general 
trend of the news is grave. For in this way 
young minds will find strength and normality 
and will thus be spared the shock and worry 
of uncertainty and danger. Nor need such 
treats be planned otherwise than with the 
Strictest economy. All children love picnics, 
and even if you take your tea into a near-by 
field, it will be fun for the little ones. 

Give yourself the extra trouble. Pack up 
your edibles, fill your kettle, and go forth. 

The children will enjoy collecting twigs to 
boil the kettle on, and although you may 
reflect that tea in your own home is far 
more comfortable, convenient, and appetis- 
ing, the children will enjoy the other way a 
thousand times more. 

Finally, you should remember that to 
children, who instinctively sense when their 
parents are worried, there comes an irresis- 
tible urge to try just how far it is so and to 
prove to themselves the comforting contrary. 
This accounts for the “naughtiness” of many 
children at times of crisis, and should, if it is 
realised, enable parents to meet it with a new 
determination to be patient, calm, and strong 
—for their children’s sake. 


Incidentally... 


THE ROUND-UP 


The aliens who were rounded up last week 
in London were first taken to the barracks 
at Albany Street under close guard. A 
military band played in the courtyard; when 
the National Anthem was played the refugees 
spontaneously rose as one man and clapped 
enthusiastically while the guards smiled. 


“ALBERT HOUSE” 


The arrival in this country of Belgian 
refugees reminds a Liverpool correspondent 
of an imposing scheme set on foot about 
twenty years ago to provide the Liverpool 
Jewish Community with a new Zionist and 
communal centre, which, however, did not 
come to fruition. A very large house in 
Oxford Street, Liverpool, was actually 
bought, but after protracted negotiations it 
was found it could not be used for the 
purposes it had been acquired for. It was 
in this building that a large number of 
Belgian refugees, including several Jews, 
were billeted during the last war. It was 
then named “Albert House,” after the late 
King of the Belgians. It is now the 
Liverpool and District Heart Hospital. 


ROTHSCHILDS AS SCIENTISTS 


Lord Rothschild has just made a com- 
munication to a_i learned journal on 
“ Rhythmical Impedance Changes in_ the 
Trout’s Egg.” As a scientist occupied in 
zoological research, he takes after his late 
uncle, whom he succeeded in the peerage in 
1937. But while the late Lord Rothschild 
studied insects (his magnificent collection 
was famous), the present peer would seem 
to be following a different channel. 


ASK MR. PERLZWEIG 

That august body the World Jewish Con- 
gress will, I fear, have to hang its diminished 
head. It is apparently not known to the 
Post Office in London—and if the famous 
puzzie-solving department of the British 
P.O. cannot find it, then where can the 
elusive thing be? A large packet of printed 
matter was sent from America for the World 
Jewish Congress (presumably the British 
branch), and the envelope was decorated 
with the crossed-out address “ Finsbury 
Square,” followed by “City Road, E.C.” 
and a figure | superimposed thickly on a 
figure 2 (all in ink). Above it the P.O. had 
written “P.T.O..” and on p.t.o. ing, as. it 
were, one found the inscription * Not known 
City Road, E.C.1.”. Rather than be beaten. 
however, the P.O. had—and perhaps this is 
the worst insult to somebody of all!— 
written “ [ry 49, Moor Lane.” And it was 
duly delivered to THE JewisH CHRONICLE. 


A RUSE BY ANY OTHER NAME ... 

A certain Herr Nicolai has “ taken over ” 
the Rothschild bank in Vienna—to be called 
“ E. V. Nicolai and Co.” in future—accord- 
ing to the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG. The 
paper reports: “It is officially announced 
that the new banking firm which succeeds 
the former firm S. M. Rothschild, Vienna. 
has not purchased the Rothschild funds by 
the process of Aryanisation (Entjudung), but 
by special agreement.” ‘Special agree- 
ment” is, I should think, a new euphemism 
for robbery. 


Jewish Cookery 
SALADS AND SALAD DRESSINGS 


SaLap days are here once again and a. 


salad of some kind should be served at least 
once a day in every household, either as an 
adjunct to another dish, when it should be 
quite simple, with a French dressing, or as 
a principal course. These substantial salads 
are generally dressed with mayonnaise or a 
creamy dressing. The material from which 
they can be made is almost unlimited: 
cooked and uncooked vegetables and fruit: 
nuts, cheese, fish, meat, rice, mararoni, 
haricot beans, eggs, etc. 

Most people to-day, even with the smallest 
of gardens, are growing their own vegetables 
as requested by the Ministry of Food, and 
the young vegetables just coming on are 
delicious served as salads, especially if used 
raw. Shredded cabbage, grated carrots, 
turnips, beetroot, and cauliflower flowerets 
can all be eaten raw. | 

Salad vegetables should be fresh and crisp. 
If not wanted for immediate use, sprinkle 
with water and wrap in a damp cloth, or tie 
Up in an airtight paper-bag, and keep in a 
coo! place, unless a refrigerator is available. 

Wash all fresh vegetables such as cabbage, 


celery, chicory, endive, lettuce, sorrel, corn 
salad, dandelion leaves, and watercress very 
thoroughly, separate all leaves from the 
roots, and wash in very cold water till free 
of grit. If at all limp, leave for a short time 
in cold water. Never cut lettuce or endive 
with a Knife, lightly tear apart with the 
fingers. 

Remove all superfluous water by shaking. 
if a wire salad basket is not available, put 
in a cloth and shake lightly. The dressing 
will neVer mix properly with the salad if the 
leaves are wet, and never dress a green salad 
until just before it is needed. Cooked root 
vegetables, meat, fish, and cereals which are 
generally dressed with mayonnaise or other 
thick dressing are improved if they stand for 
a while after they are mixed. 

A suspicion of onion is an improvement to 
most salads; finely chopped spring onions 
can be added to the vegetables, or a little 
onion juice mixed with the dressing, or the 
salad bowl can be just rubbed over with a 
cut onion. 

For garnishing, cut beetroot into dice or 
fancy shapes, thinly slice radishes. or make 
them into flowerets. This latter takes but a 
moment and they make a charming addition 
to almost any salad. After trimming off 
root and green from the radishes with a 
Sharp knife, cut across into four or six 
sections without quite severing the parts. 


Leave in cold water for half an hour, when 
they will open out like flowers. 

Dressings—For a French dressing use 
three tablespoonfuls of oil to one table- 
spoonful of vinegar or lemon juice. 

Put a pinch of sugar, half a teaspoonful 
of made mustard, salt, and pepper in a small 
basin. Add oil gradually, then the vinegar. 
_ Proportions may be altered to suit 
individual taste, and any of the following 
may be added: finely chopped parsley, 
tarragon, chervil, chives, shallot, capers, or 
gherkins. 


A Mayonnaise Recipe 

Some recipes for salad dressings were 
given in a recent issue, and here is one for 
quick mayonnaise. 
Salt and sugar, 1 teaspoonful each: one whole 
egg or two yolks; lemon juice and vinegar, 
I tablespoonful each; salad ®il, 4 pt.; mustard, 

teaspoonful; and cayenne. 

Put dry ingredients in a mixing bowl, add 
lemon juice and vinegar, mix smoothly, and 
drop in unbeaten egg, Add one-third of the 
oil and beat with a rotary beater for one 
minute, then another third of the oil and 
again beat for one minute, then add the 
remaining oil and beat one minute longer.

A friend who has recently gone to Canada 
has written me describing the send-off from 
an English port. Many formalities have to 
be gone through, of course, which means 
that prospective passengers must queue up 
to go before a number of officials. My 
friend saw a Christian minister walking 
along the queue offering a cheery word here 
and there. He approached a couple behind 
her, who turned out to be transmigrant 
refugees unable to speak English. They 
just said to the Minister “ Deutsch,” and he 
replied, “ Right-ho, old boy, and good luck 
to you!” I wonder what would have been 
said in Germany, muses my correspondent.

ALEX REID AND LEFEVRE GALLERIES 


Of the nine painters exhibiting at the Alex Reid and 
Lefevre Galleries, Colin Macinnes shows the most promise, 
Geoffrey Tibble has the best complete painting, Duncan 
Grant and Thérése Lessore have the best technique.

PORTRAITS IN UNIFORM 


The Show of Portraits in Uniform at the Brook Street 
Gallery is rather disappointing, chiefly because the painting 
by Meninsky is not there. He promised it, but it did not 
arrive in time for the opening—and there is nothing else 
there as satisfactory as that would be. 

Still, it is not all uniformity: Edward Wolfe's “ Police- 
man,” rich, almost gaudy in colour and treatment, glares 
at Mr. A. R. Thomson’s “ Flight Lieutenant,” who looks 
rather like a superior Napoleon. A very stolid A.F.S. man, 
painted by R. O. Dunlop, seems rather surprised by P. F.

Ernest Milton presided and spoke of Mrs. Tobias’s literary 
achievements and of the splendid work she has done in and 
for Palestine. 

Readings from her new book “The Samaritan” were 
given by Mrs. Tobias herself and by Mr. Peter Paxton. The 
readings were supplemented by songs which were sung by 
Miss Anne Lawrence and the Habonim Choir, conducted 
by Mr Ascher Tremberg. 


A tribute to Mrs. Tobias’s work was expressed by Mrs.

A sound-film show was given at the Club recently. The 
programme included one of the March of Time series,

UNIVERSITY OF LONDON SOCIETY 

In your issue of May 10, you make a reference to the 
advertisements which appeared in a pamphlet issued by the 
University of London Society, of which I am the Chairman, 
and I write to explain that owing to the sudden emergency 
caused by the Budget increase in postage, the circular had 
to be printed and dispatched within less than a week, and 
the advertisements (which had been obtained on the usual 
commercial basis) were included without the intended prior 
consideration of the Committee. The Committee, which 
met on May 6, strongly condemned these advertisements, 
and have taken steps to avoid their inclusion in any future 
publications. The Society is concerned purely with Univer- 
sity and educational matters, and it has no political affilia- 
tions whatsoever, and I myself would certainly have nothing 
to do with any organisation even remotely connected with 
Fascist ideas. I should be glad if any graduates who have 
still any doubts would write to me—Mnr.

THE ORPHANAGE’S PASSOVER 


In striking contrast to the accomplishment of the Chief 
Rabbi's (Kasher Canteen) Committee, a report of whose 
work I heard about last week, was the attitude which was 
adopted by the Committee of the Jewish Orphanage. In 
spite of repeated requests from the Beth Din, the interven- 
tion of the President of the Board of Deputies, and the 
willingness of the teachers on the spot, the Committee 
refused to allow complete Passover observance to be 
arranged for the children of the Orphanage. A Seder 
Service was held and 2!b. of matzot was provided for each 
child—and that was all. And so 350 to 400 children, who 
are the direct responsibility of the Community, were deprived 
of their right to the observance of one of the most important 
Jewish Festivals.— Discustep,” N.W.2. 


REGISTRATION FOR EVACUATION 


During fast Sabbath in his sermon delivered at the New 
Synagogue, Rabbi Dr. 1. Goodman made extensive references 
to the urgency of parents registering their children for 
evacuation. The response to the Government's request for 
registering has been poor, but it is worthy of notice that as 
a result of such references by Rabbi Goodman, the response 
amongst Jewish parents in the district has improved remark- 
ably.

In reference to Mr. Sydney Lemel’s, remarks, may | 
suggest that the fact that a century of “ reform ™ has failed to 
produce the desired results is significant. It indicates that, 
whilst amendments to meet new conditions may be useful 
from time to time, these are not likely to arrest the present 
drift of Anglo-Jewry from Judaism. To my mind, once 
we can succeed in providing our youth with a key to the 
Synagogue service by equipping them with a knowledge of 
Hebrew they will refuse to tolerate the “ gabbling of some 
of our finest prayers” and the incoherent reading of our Law 
by incompetent men.

CAREERS ADVICE 


It has been reported recently that there is an increased 
for hospital almoners. Almoners are highly trained 
women who, in general, work from an office in ital for 
the welfare of the patients, not from a medical point of view 
(although their services are in a sense supplementary to 
those of the doctors in a psychological way) but with the 
object largely of smoothing out home and money difficulties. 
Many institutions in the country which have become part of 
Emergency Medical Services are finding that almoners 
and assistant almoners are needed, especially to handle 
sympathetically patients who have, through the war, been 
transferred to new centres.

The Fourteenth Annual General Meeting of Marks and 
Spencer Limited was held on Tuesday last. Mr. Simon Marks 
(Chairman and Managing Director) presided. 

The Chairman in the course of his speech said:— 

One of your Directors, the Rt. Hon. L. S. Amery, P.C., M.P., 
has had the signal honour to be invited to join Mr. Churchill's 
Cabinet as Secretary of State for India. His acceptance of 
Cabinet Office involves his resignation from the Board. We 
regret the loss of bis collaboration, which has been much 
valued by his colleagues, and we wish him every success in the 
great task which he has undertaken. 

In November last the Board appointed as a Director Mr. J. 


Edward Sieff, who has occupied a responsible position with the 


Company for a number of years. This appointment will prove 
of advantage to the Company. 


GOVERNMENT LIMA#TATION OF DIVIDENDS 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer introduced in the Budget 
certain limitations upon the amount which companics will 
during the War be entitled to distribute by way of dividend on 
Ordinary Share capital. It has, therefore, become necessary for 
the Board to modify its original recommendation so that the 
total distribution your Board now propose for the year is 38} 
per cent. or Is. Ild. per share, absorbing a gross sum of 
£493,322 instead of £581,416 referred to in the Report. 


ALLOCATION OF PROFITS 


The’ profit for the past year amounted to £2,379,000. There 
has to be deducted, on account of Income Tax and E.P.T. a 
total of £1,166,000, leaving a balance of £1,213,000. Adding the 
balance brought forward from last year of £98,000 makes a total 
of £1,311,000. 

After the payment of dividends on Preference Shares, and the 
Interim Dividend on the Ordinary and “A” Ordinary Shares, 
there is left a balance on £889,000. In lieu of the recommenda- 
tions in their printed Report, the Directors now recommend the 
following appropriations :—

RESERVES 


We have built up a Gencral Reserve of £2,150,000,’a Free- 
hold Properties Depreciation Reserve of £376,802, whilst the 
Properties Contingency Reserve stands at £238,375.

DEPRECIATION AND REPAIRS TO PROPERTIES 


Depreciation and repairs to properties this year absorbs 
£481,203 as against £431,045. We have written off the whole 
of the capital cost of Air Raid Shelters, amounting to a net 
figure of £86,000. 


BALANCE SHEET 


Trade Creditors have risen to £648,000 against £473,000, due 
to the stock in. trade we are carrying, which amounts to 
£2.234,000, an increase on last year of £591,000. 

Cash in Hand stands at £1,760,000 compared with £935,000 a 


year ago. 
SUPPLIES 


During the last few years we have given special attention 
to the development of our Food Departments. The large ex- 
pansion of volume of sales of foodstuffs has proved that the 


public welcomes this development, and has confidence in our 
quality and value. 


STAFF 


Our Staff have responded with loyalty and devotion to addi- 
tional tasks and responsibilities . | would like to express our 
thanks to them for the manner in which they have discharged 
their duty. Out of a total of 2,000 men, 550 are serving in 
H.M. Forces, and a further 400 have registered, or will register 
before.the end of the month. We recognise that with the return 
of peace it will be our duty, as it is our desire, to take back into 
our service those who have joined the Forces. We wish them 
all good fortune and a safe return. We are supplementing the 
pay of our men serving in the Forces, to enable them to make 
provision for their dependents. 


WELFARE 


Our Welfare Services continue to expand, and their success 
is proved by the smaliness of our labour turnover. Over 5,000 
members of our staff have been trained in the Civil Defence 
Services. 

A National Savings Group has been formed through which 
our staff is subscribing over £1,000 per week, and they are 
giving generous support to the Red Cross Penny-a-Week Fund.

Investments and Securities 


The past week has been an anxious and trying time in 
stock markets. That was inevitable in view of the dramatic 
developments from day to day in the war situation. Buying 
force for the most part was completely absent. Investors 
preferred to await developments. 

That meant a serious marking down of prices. Only here 
and there, however, did any selling develop. What there 
was came mainly in the railway market where there had 
been semi-speculative buying in progress. At times it was 
difficult to deal in railway stocks. | 

On the whole, markets preserved notable calmness. The 
volume of business dwindled to small proportions. This, it 
may be noted. was in marked contrast to the nervous and 
hectic dealing in New York markets where millions of 
shares changed hands at sharply falling prices. Gradually 
buying will revive in London markets. Already there are 
signs of support at the lower levels for high class stocks. 


RAND GOLD SHARES 


While prices for Rand gold shares have been marked down 
in common with those in other sections of markets, this is due 
almost entirely to absence of new buying for the moment. 
Dealers admit that they have few shares available at present 
prices and any resumption of demand should quickly bring 
recovery. 

The outlook for the mines still appears favourable and it must 
be noted that most Rand producers are registered in South 
Africa and so are not subject to Dividend Limitation. Equally 
important is the fact that the mines are now getting the full price 
of 168s. per ounce for their gold. 

Despite heavier taxation, this has a favourable reflection on 
profits. Profits of Randfontein Estates, for instance, in the first 
quarter of this year, on the higher gold price, were £124,741 
above those of the previous quarter. Taxation increased by 
£102,280, leaving a net gain to the company of £22,462 on the 
quarter. 


BEECHAMS PILLS 


Trading profits of Beechams Pills Ltd. for the year to March 
31 passed the £1,000,000 mark at £1,055,615. The previous year’s 
figure was £723,663 but, of course, as the report points out, a 
part of the increase is due to the fact that a full year’s income 
from the Eno and Beecham Maclean holdings is now included. 

Taxation is necessarily a much heavier burden this time. 
Income tax takes £329,018 against £190,792 while in addition 
£140,000 has to be reserved for estimated E-P.T. There is 
£79,124 against £72,919 from profits to development reserve and 
£70,000 to reserve for merger costs, etc, The latter received 
£140,000 last time but it came from share premium account. 

The year’s total dividend of 284 per cent. is the maximum 
under Dividend Limitation; 1t leaves the carry forward increased 
by about £20,000. 


BURMAH OIL 


The results of the Burmah Oil Company for 1939 were well 
received in the oil share market. Profits, after allowing for 
U.K., India, and Burma income tax, and all other charges, were 
£3,.623,719 against £4,015,246 in the previous year, 

The figure appears distinctly satistactory when it is realised 
that oil market conditions, at any rate in the early part of the 
year, were not favourable, while an appreciable part of the 
reduction in the net figure is no doubt due to heavier taxation. 

A final dividend of 10 per cent., with a 6 per cent. cash bonus, 
makes 21 per cent. for the year,which is the war-time maximum 
under Dividend Limitation. In the recent dullness of markets 
generally, the £1 units, around 3 3-16 x.d., have maintained. their 
price very well, 


MARKS AND SPENCER 
Mr. Simon Marks, at the annual meeting of Marks and 


’ Spencer Ltd., was reassuring on the question of supplies. The 


company's suppliers, especially during the seven months of war, 
he said, rose to the situation in a satisfactory manner, and 
there was less difficulty than might have been expected in 
obtaining the greater part of the merchandise required. 

Mr. Marks disclosed that textile goods constituted some 60 

r cent, of the company’s total volume, and foodstuffs a further 
25 per cent. In textiles, large-scale purchases of basic materials 
were made. This centralised buying assured the company’s 
manufacturers of the proper quantities of raw materials at the 
right time. 

The company is making important contributions to National 
Service.

“Les Parents Terribles” 


Any playwright but M. Jean Cocteau, writing of a family 
such as he deals with in this play, would either become 
righteously indignant about them or else vitriolically 
satirical. 

But in this case we have an author who is surprisingly serious 
at times—so much so that the melodrama trembles near to the 
edge of the absurd—and astonishingly tender at others, with 
a sensitiveness that seems to spring from a sophistication of 
almost Oriental antiquity. Thus we accept without any feeling 
of primitive satirical comparison the contrast between the family 
relationships as formally accepted and the very twisted actuality 
in this particular family. It is as if almost every relationship 
is either slightly injured or definitely sick. This Gate Theatre 
production of Caroline Francke’s translation is excellently done.

it is more than brilliant; it is irresistible in its charm and 
gaiety, its sentiment and humour. The shop is a thriving 
leather fancy goods store just off the main street of Budapest, 
and Alfred Kralik (Stewart) is chief counter-hand to old 
Matuschek, the owner. Klara Novak (Margaret Sullavan) comes 
in, looking for a job—and so the way is paved for romance, 
But, strange to say, Klara and Alfred have already decidedly 
romantic romances of their own. So they both (especially she) 
take quite a lot of film to come down to earth, which, of course, 
turns out to be heaven for them. 

There are several perfect minor characters, such as Frank 
Morgan as Matuschek and William Tracey as the errand boy. 
James Stewart could not be bettered as the counter-hand with 
romantic mind behind a matter-of-fact exterior: while husky- 
voiced Margaret Sullavan is more than delightful as the rather 
too imaginative Klara.

THE BLOCH SOCIETY 
kirst of Three Recitals 


The Bloch Society is enthusiastic and it is faithful: it 
arranszed a series of three recitals of Bloch’s chamber music 
for last and the next two Sundays, during which almost 
all the composer's music in this genre will be performed. 

Ihe two works played on Sunday were the “ Voice in the 
Wilderness,” for ‘cello and piano and the String Quartet. 
Twenty years separate the dates of composition of these two 
pieces, yel the basic qualities of Bloch’s music remained 
unchanged throughout that time The same rapture and 
rhapsody which pervades the string quartet-is found in the later 
work, with, perhaps, a stronger admixture of the fundamental 
sadness which characterises all the composer's works. For in 
the earlier, which the Griller Quartet played as they alone seem 
to be able to play it, there is a more daemonic note at times. 
less of the air of resignation which the ‘cello work frequently 
expresses. There is much more to be said of Bloch’s music. but 
meantime Karel Horitz and Gertrud Hopkins must also be 
praised for their performance in the “ Voice in the Wilderness.”
